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SOURCES FOR THE STUDY OF 
LORD NELSON 
OLIVER WARNER 


VICE ADMIRAL LORD NELSON, who was born in Norfolk in 1758, has 
been a national hero since his death in victorious action off Cape Trafalgar on 
21st October 1805, a hundred and fifty years ago. Into forty-seven years he 
crowded glory enough for a far longer life. As a commodore, he turned the 
battle of St. Vincent, fought in 1797, into a triumph for British arms. As an 
admiral in independent command, he annihilated the French at the mouth of 
the Nile in 1798 and won himself a peerage. He subdued the batteries at 
Copenhagen in 1801; prepared the seaward defence of his native island against 
Napoleon’s projected invasion in the year following, and in his last hours 
defeated the combined fleets of France and Spain in a manner so decisive that 
they took no further part, as fleets, in a war which had still ten years to run. 
He has long been the prototype of naval heroism, and has attracted a literature 
as various as that of any English commander. “The bibliography of Nelson is 
enormous’, wrote Sir John Laughton in the Dictionary of National Biography, 
‘comparatively little of it has any real value’. These stern words remain true, 
but there is enough to make the task of winnowing full of interest. 
Southey’s Life of Nelson, of which there are a number of editions still in 
print (e.g. Collins Pocket Edition, 4s. Macdonald Illustrated Classics, 10s.6d. 
Nelson Classics, 4s.), first appeared in 1813, and has been loved ever since. 
It is “clear and concise enough’, in its author’s own words, ‘to become a 
manual for the young sailor, which he may carry about with him, till he has 
treasured up the example in his memory and in his heart’. Southey’s work 
contained a number of factual errors, corrected in an edition first published 
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by Sir Geoffrey Callender in 1922 which has often been reprinted (Dent, 
Everyman’s Library, ss.). Sir Geoffrey will always be associated with the 
National Maritime Museum, Greenwich, of which he was the first Director; 
and the Museum itself is in part a monument to Nelson. 

Even before the appearance of Southey’s classic, many lives of Nelson had 


appeared. A summary list of these appears in New Chronicles of the Life of 


Lord Nelson, by C. J. Britton (Cornish: Birmingham, 1947). Over thirty of 
these carly lives and narratives were anonymous. Of the rest, the most 


outstanding was Sir William Beatty’s Authentic Narrative of the Death of 


Lord Nelson (1807). This account, so moving, dignified and dramatic, of 
Nelson’s last hours in H.M.S. Victory, is impossible to better. Beatty was 
surgeon in the ship. A copy which once belonged to Admiral Collingwood 
is at Greenwich, with some important annotations in the owner’s hand. 
The best of the later biographies lift Beatty almost whole. 

Clarke and M’Arthur’s two-volume Life and Services of Horatio Viscount 
Nelson (1809), sumptuous, unindexed and in detail unreliable, was the first 
official Life, and the only one to be approved by the Nelson family. A hack 
writer called James Harrison stole a number of Letters of Lord Nelson to 
Lady Hamilton and published them anonymously in two volumes in 1814. 
These were in turn the basis of the two-volume Memoirs of Nelson compiled 
in 1849 by Dr. James Pettigrew, a book which may make a modern reader 
sympathise with Edward Codrington, one of Nelson’s Trafalgar captains, 
who said that he would have paid any reasonable sum rather than that private 
correspondence derogatory to his chief should come to light. Paradoxically, 
Nelson’s relationship with Lady Hamilton has interested posterity quite as 
much as his outstanding career at sea. 

The bible of the Nelson student appeared between 1844 and 1846. This 
is the seven-volume edition, by Sir Harris Nicolas, of The Dispatches and 
Letters of Vice Admiral Lord Viscount Nelson. Nicolas had in his youth been a 
seaman; he was a scholar; he had access to the great collection of papers 


now in the British Museum (Additional MSS 34, 902-92). His work is of 


permanent value and cannot be superseded. Additional letters were printed 
in the two volumes of The Hamilton and Nelson Papers (1893-94) which are 
still available (Quaritch, 84s.) and are important. 

Since Nicolas’s day, material has multiplied, and three odd facts emerge. 
The first is that one of the best studies of Nelson as a strategist was written 
by an American, Admiral A. T. Mahan, in The Life of Nelson: the Embodiment 
of the Sea Power of Great Britain (2 vols. 1897). The second is that among the 
most moving tributes to the Nelsonian era of sail is that which occurs in 
the work of a Pole, Joseph Conrad, who was long a merchant seaman. It 
occurs in The Mirror of the Sea (1906, Dent, Collected Edition, 7s.6d.). The 
third is that the fullest of modern lives is by a woman. Carola Oman’s Nelson 
(1947, Hodder & Stoughton, 42s.), incorporates much material which has 
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become available since Sir Harris Nicolas compiled his great work. _ Included 
in full and detailed notes are references to the whole existing range of Nelson 
sources, published and unpublished, among them the papers left to the 
Nelson Museum at Monmouth by Lady Llangattock. It is the last work to be 
published which is essential to the student as well as a pleasure in itself, 
except for an edition of Nelson’s Letters from the Leeward Islands, edited by 
Geoffrey Rawson and published by the Golden Cockerel Press in a limited 
edition in 1953 (1473.). 

Those who may wish to understand the naval tradition as inherited by 
Nelson, and as illuminated by him, have a wide choice of books in which to 
pursue their investigations. There is the history of the Navy by W. Laird 
Clowes in seven volumes (1897-1903), the last of a line of general works 
which stretches back even beyond the Naval Chronicle, begun in 1799, to 
which Nelson himself contributed a sketch of his life (in Vol. II). Much 
instruction may also be found in works such as Archbishop David Mathews’ 
The Naval Heritage (1944, Collins), Professor Michael Lewis's The Navy of 
Britain (reprinted 1949, Allen & Unwin, 30s.), which includes a bibliography, 
and Christopher Lloyd’s The Navy and the Nation (1954, Cresset Press, 18s.). 

For the Trafalgar period Sir Julian Corbett’s The Campaign of Trafalgar 
(1910) is invaluable, as is Constance Eastwick’s translation of Colonel 
Desbriére’s collection of French and Spanish accounts, published by the 
Oxford University Press as Trafalgar (1933, 2 vols. 42s.); while for the more 
intricate details of the battle itself the official Report of a Committee 
appointed by the Admiralty to examine and consider the Evidence Relating 
to the Tactics Employed by Nelson (1913, H.M.S.O., C.D. 7120) is essential. 
It may be usefully supplemented by Rear Admiral Taylor’s The Battle of 
Trafalgar, reprinted from the Mariner’s Mirror of October 1950, and published 
(at 5s.) by the Society for Nautical Research. This also has a bibliography. 

Sir Henry Newbolt’s The Year of Trafalgar (1905, Murray, 7s.6d.) is 
happily still in print, and contains some vivid first-hand accounts of the 
battle from contemporary sources, besides some of Newbolt’s own poems. 
In the same year—that which marked the Centenary—the British Museum 
organised an exhibition which included the choicest items from their naval 
manuscripts. The Catalogue of this Exhibition (1905), printed for the Trustees, 
is an excellent conspectus of maritime history. For a catalogue of comparable 
interest it was necessary to await the first which was prepared for the National 
Maritime Museum (1937) and Naval Records, a catalogue of an exhibition 
organised by the Public Record Office (1950) which included more than one 
item with a Nelsonian interest. 

The Log of the Victory and other Nelson documents are usually on public 
display at the British Museum and at the Museum of the Public Record 
Office, and in the British Museum is a copy of Nelson’s famous memorandum 
explaining to his officers how he intended to fight his last action (Additional 
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MS 33963.f.104); also his last letter to Lady Hamilton, written on 19th and 
20th October 1805, found open on his desk after his death (Egerton 
MS 1614.ff.124-6): this contains Lady Hamilton’s sad postscriptum 

‘Oh miserable wretched Emma 

Oh glorious and happy Nelson!’ 
Collingwood’s official report is also in the British Museum collection 
(Additional MS 23207.ff.231-234), and among other documents therein is an 
interesting French account drawn up by the surviving officers of the 
Redoubtable after the battle. It was from this ship that the shot was fired 
that killed Nelson. 

The Victory herself survives at Portsmouth in her Trafalgar paint, and the 
Society for Nautical Research (c/o the National Maritime Museum, 
Greenwich) keeps in print a set of ten model-makers’ plans made from those 
used in the reconstruction of the flagship. 

It is appropriate to mention two learned societies, within the range of 
whose publications will be found a great variety of Nelson material. The 
Society for Nautical Research issues a journal, The Mariner's Mirror, which 
is published quarterly by the Cambridge University Press (10s.6d. per issue), 
the volumes being indexed yearly. The Navy Records Society (c/o the Royal 
Naval College, Greenwich), which exists ‘for the purpose of printing rare 
or unpublished works of naval interest’, has issued nearly a hundred volumes, 
many of which contain items of Nelsonian interest. 

Such is the groundwork for study. The present writer is publishing during 
the present year a small book, Lord Nelson: a Guide to Reading (Caravel Press, 
about 4s.6d.), which is intended to provide notes for the Nelsonian student, 
and to indicate where the most important portraits may be seen. Perhaps 
the best way to become a Nelsonian is to launch into one of the many 
popular lives by current writers. An excellent book of this kind is Nelson 
(1929, Bodley Head, 7s.6d.) by C. S. Forester, the author of the highly 
popular ‘Hornblower’ series of novels about the navy of Nelson’s day. It is 
not a work of prolonged research, but of these there are already enough. 
No English man of action is better documented than Nelson. His life was 
brief, but it is possible to know it more thoroughly than most lives twice 
as long. 


Oliver Warner is a member of the Society for Nautical Research. He served in the Secretariat 
of the Admiralty, 1941-47, and administered the Naval War Artists.

This monumental reference tool for the study of early printing lists all the incunabula 

(i.e. books printed before 1500) now in the Cambridge University Library. More than 

4,250 items are described, the arrangement being by place of publication subdivided 

by printer, and peculiarities are minutely noted. A special feature is the care with 

which ownership notes and provenances have been elucidated. The introduction 
on the history of this collection gives interesting details concerning the donors who, 
over a period of more than five hundred years, have bequeathed or given books 
to the Library. This important contribution to bibliographical studies was first 
projected in 1870 and has been completed by the Under-Librarian at Cambridge.

THE FLEET STREET ANNUAL, 1955. Edited by Harold Herd. 
Fleet Publications, 8s.6d. cloth; 6s. paper covers. 1955. 22cm. 144 pages. 

Editorial notes summarise mass circulation trends in the century following the abolition 

of the burdensome stamp duty by the Newspaper Stamp Bill of 1855. Other articles 

discuss the journalistic events of 1954. There is an obituary section, a list of publication 
changes, and a Journalist’s Calendar for January, 1955 to March, 1956. The Literary 

Market Section details the literary requirements of British and representative overseas 

newspapers and periodicals. Other useful information about press clubs and associa- 

tions, literary competitions, press cutting agencies, etc. is concisely presented. (070-58) 


THE NEWSPAPER PRESS DIRECTORY AND ADVERTISERS’ 
GUIDE, 1955. 104th Annual Issue. Benn, 42s. 1955. 30 cm. 812 pages. Indexes. 


The present issue includes new features which give a more complete picture of the 
world’s newspaper press than previous issues. The matter preceding the Directory 
includes a review of Press news during 1954, and articles on the General Council of 
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the Press (established in Britain in 1953) and the International Press Institute. The 
Directory gives details of the date of establishment, price, publication date, subjects 
covered, publisher and address, and page and line rates for advertisements for the 
newspapers and periodicals of Great Britain and the Commonwealth. There is a 
classified section of British trade and technical publications, and a list of directories, 
annuals and yearbooks of the United Kingdom and the Republic of Ireland. (070-58)

KANT’S FIRST CRITIQUE. An Appraisal of the Permanent Significance 
of Kant’s Critique of Pure Reason. H. W. Cassirer. Allen & Unwin, 308. 1955. 
22°5 cm. 368 pages. Index. (Muirhead Library of Philosophy) 

A clear and careful analysis of the structure, language and method of the Critique of 

Pure Reason, designed to establish what is 6f permanent value, as distinct from the 

transitory influences of contemporary thought, concerning the relationship between 

human reason and sense experience in determining the legitimate frontiers of know- 
ledge. The author’s exposition of Kant’s metaphysical thinking, not being concerned 
solely with the minutiae of Kantian criticism, makes his book an important contribu- 
tion to current discussions about the possibility of a priori knowledge, in which 
connection he restates and develops the case against radical empiricism. (121) 


EXPERIMENTAL PSYCHOLOGY. Robert S. Woodworth and 
Harold Schlosberg. 3rd edition, revised. Methuen, 63s. 1955. 24 cm. 960 pages. 
Numerous illustrations. Diagrams. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 

An up-to-date and largely rewritten edition of one of the best known American 

textbooks, which has been extensively used by university students. There is no doubt 

that this thorough revision will prolong the currency of the book for many years. 

It is a very comprehensive compendium of the facts established in the main fields of 

psychology that can be studied in the laboratory—the special senses, perception, 

emotion, learning, thinking, etc. It also gives full accounts of the experimental methods 

employed. An excellent index and bibliography are provided. (150-72) 


PHILOSOPHY AND ANALYSIS. A selection of articles published in 
Analysis between 1933-40 and 1947-53. Edited with an introduction by 
Margaret Macdonald. Blackwell (Oxford), 30s. 1955. 22 cm. 304 pages. 

Modern British philosophy is reputed to concern itself with the narrow field of 

linguistic analysis; but much of the work in this field is scattered in learned reviews 

of limited circulation. One of these reviews, Analysis, was started in 1933; and as 
copies are very difficult to obtain, a compendium of the most important and significant 
articles was much needed. Thus the present volume admirably serves its purpose. 

All the great names of the analytical movement, both British and foreign, are 

represented, from Carnap and Schlick to Ayer and Wisdom. The editor has written 

a useful and temperate introduction. (160-4) 


FACT, FICTION AND FORECAST. Nelson Goodman. University of 
London: Athlone Press, 15s. 1954. 20°5 cm. 126 pages. 

The author, who is Professor of Philosophy in the University of Pennsylvania, has 

written a book for the specialist in analytical logic, though his title and his breezy 

language would seem to belie this. His book is of value as showing that even so 

familiar a problem as that of Induction still bristles with difficulties, and his treatment 
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of his subject is of great interest. His conclusion, though tentative, is that ‘the line 
between valid and invalid predictions (or inductions or projections) is drawn upon 
the basis of how the world is or has been described and anticipated in words’. (161)

THE STORY OF SOUTH PLACE. S. K. Ratcliffe. Watts, ss. 1955. 
22 cm. 90 pages. 5 plates. Index. 
There have been numerous nonconformist sects in Britain: few have played so 
important a part in history as South Place, Finsbury, London. As a centre of non- 
conformity, then of Unitarianism and finally of secular humanism, the South Place 
Ethical Society, during 160 years, has attracted within its orbit men of independent 
judgment and vision in every sphere: John Stuart Mill and Robert Browning for 
years haunted its precincts. Latterly South Place has provided audiences for men of 
such different outlook as Leslie Stephen, Kropotkin, Ramsay MacDonald, Chesterton 
and Joad. This excellent account is a contribution to the history of ideas. _ (210-62) 


THE BEDSIDE BIBLE. An Anthology for the Quiet Hours. Selected and 
arranged with introduction and notes by Arthur Stanley. 2nd edition, revised. 
Eyre & Spottiswoode, 6s. 1955. 18cm. 384 pages. Index. 

The chief value of this biblical anthology lies in the fact that the passages are so 

arranged as to enable the reader to view the Bible as a coherent whole, and to mark 

the stages of that unique religious development which culminated in the Christian 

Revelation. In the introduction to the various sections, a brief account is given of 

the results of modern scholarship and recent archaeological discoveries. The text used 

is the Authorised Version, but divisions into chapters and verses have been discarded. 

This edition has been well produced and deserves a wide welcome. (220-52) 


GOD AND MAN IN THE OLD TESTAMENT. Leon Roth. Allen 
& Unwin, 10s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 168 pages. (Ethical and Religious Classics of East and 
West) 

This anthology, which should serve as a useful summary of the thought of the Old 

Testament about God and man, is inspired by the conviction that the Hebrew 

Scriptures are best communicated when they are allowed to speak for themselves. 

Passages dealing with the divine nature and purpose are followed by those which 

illustrate the way of life required of the people of God. While historical and philo- 

logical issues are disregarded, the selection has its own context in the unity of the 

Hebrew view of life. The Revised Version is used, except when otherwise indicated.

EARLY CHRISTIANITY. The Purpose of Acts and Other Papers. 
Burton Scott Easton. Edited by Frederick C. Grant. S.P.C.K., 12s.6d. 1955. 
21 cm. 164 pages. 

Dr. Easton, who died in 1950, was an outstanding American scholar in the fields of 

New Testament study, Canon Law and liturgics. A brief account of his life and 

achievements is given by the editor in the first part of this volume. The second part 

contains the Reinicke Lectures for 1935 on “The Purpose of Acts’, which deal with the 
structure of the book and the faith, life and government of the early Church. Three 
illuminating essays follow on the Church in the New Testament, Jewish and early 

Christian ordination, and authority and liberty in the New Testament. (226-6) 
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ONE BODY IN CHRIST. Ernest Best. S.P.C.K., 25s. 1955. 22.cm. 
262 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. 
This inquiry is concerned with the relationship of Christ to His Church as set forth 
im the Pauline Epistles. The author examines the various phrases and words used by 
St. Paul in his delineation of the Church. Particular attention is directed to such terms 
as ‘In Christ’, “With Christ’, ‘The Bride of Christ’. Three chapters deal with the crucial 
metaphor “The Body of Christ’ and the view is advanced that, while membership 
of the Church involves a specific internal relationship to Christ as inclusive personality, 
the Church is not an ‘extension of the Incarnation’. This book is an important 
contribution to New Testament theology. (227-06) 


THE MEANING OF THE CREATIVE ACT. Nicholas Berdyaev. 
Translated from the Russian by Donald A. Lowrie. Gollancz, 18s. 1955. 20 cm. 
344 pages. Index. 

In his great autobiography, Dream and Reality, Berdyaev speaks of this volume as his 

first important book. The publishers are to be congratulated upon issuing it at the 

present time. In a sense, it is a key to all Berdyaev’s work. The word ‘creative’ is 
much abused and Berdyaev does not fear to grapple with it, because he believes that 
without this notion it is impossible to arrive at a definition of man. Man is either an 
automaton or he is a creative being; but if he is a creative being, it is because he is 
the creature of a high creator, God. We tend to distrust such language, which is why 
this book would have been coldly received a decade or two ago. Today we are more 
humble: and Berdyaev’s words suddenly acquire meaning for us. (230) 


THE LAST OF THE FATHERS. Saint Bernard of Clairvaux and the 
Encyclical Letter, Doctor Mellifluus. Thomas Merton. Hollis & Carter, 10s.6d. 
195$. 24cm. 124 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

The eighth centenary of the death of St. Bernard of Clairvaux was marked by the 

publication in 1953 of the encyclical Doctor Mellifluus and this volume is offered as a 

study of the Saint and of the message of the encyclical. Father Merton provides 

a succinct biography of St. Bernard, a lucid account of his writings and a translation 

with commentary of the encyclical. The chief merit of this small book is that it 

succeeds in presenting an integral picture of the life, spirituality and influence of 

the ‘last of the Fathers’. (230) 


CHRISTIAN FAITH TODAY. Stephen Neill. Penguin Books. 2s.6d. 1955. 
18cm. 272 pages. Bibliography. Index. Paper covers. (Pelican Books) 


Bishop Neill has long been in close touch with students in many lands and this book 
is the outcome of lectures and discussions in universities and colleges in the British 
Isles, Canada and the United States. He has specially in mind the doubts and question- 
ings which assail the modern man when confronted by the claims of Christianity and 
he seeks to meet the demand for a reasonable faith. Those who are looking for a 
luminous and positive exposition of the Christian Faith in the light of contemporary 
thought will find in this admirable volume precisely what they need. (230) 


KING AND MESSIAH. Aage Bentzen. Translated from the German by the 
author. Lutterworth Press, 10s.6d. 1955. 22cm. 118 pages. Notes. Indexes. 
(Lutterworth Studies in Church and Bible) 


This is the author’s translation, with but minor changes, of his Messias-Moses 
Redivivus-Menschensohn, which appeared in 1948. In this stimulating but not easy 
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book the late Professor Bentzen of Copenhagen—he died in 1953—reviewed the 
discussion among Scandinavian scholars about the Old Testament conception of the 
Messiah in relation to such themes as the Sacral King, the Servant, First Man and 
the Son of Man, figures which, according to Bentzen, are re-united in the person of 
Jesus. The book will be welcomed not least for the author’s own contribution to the 
discussion, especially his treatment of the First Man ideology. (232-1) 


THE LIFE OF JESUS CHRIST. J. W. C. Wand. Methuen, 7s.6d. 1955. 
17°5 cm. 196 pages. Bibliography. Index. (Home Study Books) 
The difficulties of writing a life of Christ arise not only from the fragmentary nature 
of the sources and their varying historical value but from the fact that the narratives 
are shot through with theological interpretation. Fortunately, the Bishop of London 
has not been deterred by these considerations, and he has produced a survey which 
bears the stamp of careful scholarship, religious insight and mature judgment. 
Problems encountered by every reader of the Gospels are boldly faced, and the 
constructive chapters on the teaching, miracles and resurrection of Christ are 
particularly valuable. Books for further study are suggested. (232-9) 


THE DOCTRINE OF JUSTIFICATION BY FAITH. Edited . by 
G. W. H. Lampe. Mowbray, 7s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 96 pages. 


The essays in this book originated in papers read at an informal conference between 
members of the Community of the Resurrection and of the Evangelical Fellowship 
for Theological Literature. Since the doctrine of ‘Justification by Faith’ has given rise 
to considerable diversity of interpretation, it was selected as the basis of discussion. 
The contributors, who include Dr. F. W. Dillistone, Professor G. W. H. Lampe and 
Principal F. H. Maycock, deal with the biblical foundation and history of the doctrine, 
its relation to the sacraments and its bearing on the life of the Church. These papers 
constitute a fresh approach to a vital theme: (234) 


JOHN WESLEY: PREACHER. W. L. Doughty. Epworth Press, 18s.6d. 
1955. 22 cm. 224 pages. Indexes. 
The author is concerned not to write yet another life of John Wesley but to present 
him in his principal role as a Christian preacher. Wesley’s early efforts were hardly 
satisfactory and we are told that the main stimulus came when, amid much opposition, 
he resolved to preach in the open air. The composition of his congregations is 
described and his sermons, style, illustrations and quotations are examined. Other 
aspects brought before us are voice and gesture, the frequency of his preaching and its 
results. This volume represents detailed research and abounds with interesting 
information. (252-07) 


THE FOUNDATION AND EARLY YEARS OF QUEEN ANNE’S 
BOUNTY. Alan Savidge. S.P.C.K. for the Church Historical Society, ss. 
1955. 22cm. 168 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

‘Queen Anne's Bounty to the poor clergy’ recently celebrated its 2soth birthday. 

The author, who has been in the service of the organisation for over thirty years, 

has naturally an interest in its history. In this careful monograph he takes a look at 

origins, showing’ how the revenue from first-fruits and tenths (originally paid by the 
English clergy to the Papacy, and seized by Henry VIII when he broke with Rome) 
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was gathered into a fund in 1704. He studies the subsequent history of that fund 
down to the year 1736. It is an interesting study in administrative history, and the 
author should continue his researches in another monograph. (262) 


THE GROWTH OF PAPAL GOVERNMENT IN THE MIDDLE 
AGES. A Study in the Ideological Relation of Clerical to Lay Power. Walter 
Ullmann. Methuen, 42s. 1955. 22 cm. 500 pages. Frontispiece. Index. 

Few topics in medieval history have attracted more attention, and given rise to more 

literature than the history, theory, and practical politics of the relation of the medieval 

Empire to the Papacy. Mr. Ullman’s book is not an addition to such works. He is 

mainly concerned with the Papacy as a governmental machine. His object is to show 

how the medieval Papacy grew from very humble beginnings into a vast organisation 
with ramifications stretching out to every part of Christendom. An ambitious task, 
to which the author brings much learning: his book, although not easy reading, 

is a competent guide to a difficult subject. (262-13) 


THE GREAT PRAYER. Concerning the Canon of the Mass. Hugh Ross 
Williamson. Collins, 12s.6d. 1955. 22cm. 192 pages. 
This book is an exposition of the “Canon of the Mass’ or the eucharistic prayer which 
was given its final form by Gregory the Great who sent Augustine to England. The 
introduction, which is mainly concerned with the vestments and gestures of the priest, 
is followed by a detailed and clearly written commentary on the main parts of the 
prayer. The author maintains that the Canon is not only the prayer of unity within 
the Church but the potential point of unity between separated communions. While 
his contention that the Canon represents the faith of the undivided Church is beyond 
dispute, his interpretation of it will not always secure widespread assent. (264-02) 


THE CHRISTIAN WORLD MISSION IN OUR DAY. 
Kenneth Scott Latourette. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 10s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 192 pages. 
Index. 

The Professor of Missions and Oriental History in Yale University, with the general 

reader rather than the specialist in view, surveys the progress of Christianity in the 

nineteenth century and the succeeding age. He considers the missionary methods and 
institutions of the world of yesterday in relation to the changed conditions of today, 
and pleads for a re-examination of the missionary obligation of the Church as well 
as for a courageous and realistic approach to the task of communication. The book is 
written out of wide knowledge of the Christian World Mission and well illustrates 
the writer’s gift of assembling in convenient form a mass of important material. (266) 


A HISTORY OF THE ENGLISH CHURCH AND PEOPLE. 
Bede. Newly translated from the Latin with an Introduction by Leo Sherley- 
Price. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1955. 18cm. 342 pages. Notes. Paper covers. 
(Penguin Classics) 

Bede is almost our sole source of information about Saxon England down to the 

cighth century and his “Ecclesiastical History’, which is here readably translated into 

modern English, is the most important document extant for the study of the early 
history of the English Church. Mr. Sherley-Price contributes a useful introduction in 
which he furnishes biographical details, assesses the merits of Bede as an historian 
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and examines his use of material. A’few notes are included upon words and passages 
that require elucidation. The translation is based on the annotated Latin text prepared 
by Charles Plummer. (274-2) 


CATHOLIC APPROACHES. Edited by Elizabeth Pakenham. Weidenfeld 
& Nicolson, 15s. 1955. 22cm. 228 pages. 


In this interesting and lively collection of essays by ten Roman Catholic writers, an 


attempt is made to deal with subjects which offer a challenge to Christian belicf 


and behaviour. Father D’Arcy writes on the mystery of evil, Douglas Woodruff on 
“The Uncommitted Mind’, and Professor George Temple on the relation between 
physics and philosophy. The contribution of Dr. E. B. Strauss takes the form of a 
dialogue on the Church and Sex between a Catholic and an agnostic. Among other 
essays, mention may be made of “An Enquiry concerning the Arts of Man’ by David 
Jones in which the dichotomy between man-the-artist and the modern world is 
constructively examined. (282-04) 


REPORT OF THE ANGLICAN CONGRESS 1954. Edited by 
Powel Mills Dawley. S.P.€.K., 5s. 1955. 21°5 cm. 288 pages. Paper covers. 
Representatives of the separate churches united by a common tradition of faith, 
worship and order, known as the Anglican Communion, gathered at Minneapolis in 
1954 to consider their vocation, worship, message and work in the modern world. 
We have here a full report of the addresses given by Anglican leaders drawn from 
many lands, together with appendices giving a list of congress officers and delegates. 
On the whole the addresses are singularly impressive, and particular interest attaches 
to the contributions dealing with relations to other churches, the family and 
evangelistic strategy. (283-04) 


THE GREEK MYTHS. Robert Graves. 2 vols. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. cach. 
1955. 18 cm. 370:412 pages. Illustration and map in Vol. I. Map and index in 
Vol. II. Paper covers. 

Mr. Graves can claim to be one of the pioneers of comparative mythology. Though 

his methods are not strictly scientific, there are very few literary men who have 

mastered the mythologies of so many different cultures. In re-telling the Greek myths 
he demands a more energetic response than readers have generally been accustomed 
to give. He brings together the numerous conflicting versions and provides the 
appropriate references to each classical author, and supplements these with explanatory 
notes on each legend and comparisons with similar myths from other languages. 

Many of these parallels are extremely illuminating; in others the comparisons seem 

confusing and unnecessarily elaborate. His book’s great merit is that it covers the field 

of Greek mythology more completely than any similar general work in English. (292) 


THE JEWISH YEAR BOOK, 1955 (5715-16). Edited by Hugh Harris. 

*Jewish Chronicle’, 15s. 1954. 19 cm. 492 pages. Frontispiece. 2 maps. Tables. Index. 
The contents of the Jewish Year Book, which was founded by Joseph Jacobs in 1896, 
include the chief Jewish festivals, the Calendar, and details of the Jewish community 


in Great Britain and Northern Ireland. Full details are given of Anglo-Jewish ° 


institutions, with a separate account of Jewish affairs in London and in the Provinces. 
Jewish organisation in the Dominions, the Colonies and foreign countries is included, 
and there is a separate article on the State of Israel. A Who’s Who of over 150 pages 
includes well-known personalities of the world. (296-058)

THE BRITISH WORKING CLASS READER, 1790-1848. Literacy 
and Social Tension. R. K. Webb. Allen & Unwin, 18s. 1955. 22°5 cm. 192 pages. 
Notes. Index. 
It has never been sufficiently considered how far the restiveness of the working classes 
after the French Revolution was influenced by what they read. In this excellent and 
most interesting piece of research Dr. Webb begins with an estimate of the extent 
of literacy at the time. He then describes the reading matter which was available, 
particularly in the way of cheap tracts, periodicals and stories with a bearing on 
economic or social affairs. He points out that much of it was written by such people 
as Charles Knight, Harriet Martineau or Richard Whately in an attempt to influence 
the masses. (301-152) 


THE HUMAN USE OF HUMAN BEINGS. Cybernetics and Society- 
Norbert Weiner. 2nd edition revised. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 18s. 1955. 21 cm. 
200 pages. Index. 

The founder of the science of cybernetics here discusses its implications for present-day 

society. Since the first edition (1950), the terms and techniques of communication 

and control have been extended to many fields of human endeavour. Communication 
between man and man, and between man and machine depend on the same principles 
to such an extent that it is now possible to design machines which can do routine 
mental jobs more efficiently than any man. These developments are of importance 
to a steadily increasing audience and this second edition incorporates the latest 
discoveries in this field and evaluates their meaning for society. Although written for 
the general reader, a fair amount of scientific knowledge is necessary for complete 
understanding, and in particular a knowledge of the principles of feedback theory 
as applied, for instance, to electronic amplifiers. (301-243) 


OLD PEOPLE IN A MODERN AUSTRALIAN COMMUNITY. 
A Social Survey. Bertram Hutchinson. Melbourne University Press (Melbourne, 
Australia): Cambridge University Press (London), 27s.6d. 1954. 22-5 cm. 192 pages. 
Bibliography. Index. 

As the problem created by the growing proportion of the aged in the community 

is one common to many countries, this report of an investigation made in Victoria, 

sponsored ‘by the Melbourne Rotary Club and organised by the Department of 

Social Studies of the University of Melbourne, should interest readers outside 

Australia. Dr. Hutchinson points out the grave sociological and economic considera- 

tions involved and shows that the problem of enabling the old people to play a useful 

and happy part in modern life is one which can only be met by the united action of 
all sections of the community, with both state and private organisations playing their

NEIGHBOURHOOD AND COMMUNITY. An Enquiry into Social 
Relationships on Housing Estates in Liv 1 and Sheffield (conducted b 
the Universities of Liverpool and Sheffild). University Press of Lisngeah, 
(Liverpool), 128.6d. 1954. 22°5 cm. 150 pages. 15 tables. (Social Research Series) 

One of the most difficult problems in present-day England is that arising from the 

transfer of urban populations to new housing estates, a transfer highly desirable in 

cases of overcrowding, but involving the stress of entirely new social relationships. 

The two studies included here were carried out independently by the two universities. 
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Both deal with working-class communities, analysing the social relationships arising 
from common interests such as rent-payments and employment and also the more 
intimate relationships of smaller groups. Their conclusions, which are much the same, 
deserve full consideration from social workers and town planners. (301-36) 


SOME YOUNG PEOPLE. Compiled by Pearl Jephcott. Allen & Unwin, 
128.6d. 1954. 22cm. 168 pages. Diagram. 5 tables. 


The enquiry recorded here was sponsored by the King George’s Jubilee Trust. The 
object was to obtain details of the membership of youth organisations and to find 
out why some adolescents lost interest in them and others were never attracted to them 
at all. The 939 boys and girls interviewed were from selected areas in London, 
Nottingham and Oxfordshire, and, before tabulating the results and drawing 
conclusions, the compiler has quoted some of the more interesting comments received. 
The study is particularly valuable as describing the leisure activities of ordinary, 
non-problem adolescents, about which little has been written. (301-43)

STRAIGHT FIGHT. A Study of Voting Behaviour in the Constituency of 
Bristol North-East at the General Election of 1951. R. S. Milne and 
H. C. Mackenzie. Hansard Society, 10s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 174 pages. 3 diagrams. 
Map. Tables. Index. 
Important though it is to know why the elector votes one way rather than another, 
this is one of the first serious attempts in Britain to study electoral behaviour as 
influenced by personal characteristics and by party propaganda. The field work of 
the survey was done mainly by students of the University of Bristol under the direction 
of the two authors, who are lecturers in the university's Department of Economics.

This volume of the well-known ‘Spanish Calendar’ completes for the whole Tudor 

period one of the great enterprises for which historians are indebted to nineteenth- 

century planners, viz. the publication of a précis of the diplomatic documents relating 
to negotiations between England and Spain. Historians will welcome this final 
volume covering the reign of Mary I. It contains some five hundred documents, of 
which only one quarter have been published previously. To attempt a summary 
of the contents would be to write the history of England under Mary. It will be 
enough to say that no student of the period can afford to ignore the information 
these documents reveal.

EUROPE AND THE TURK. A Pattern of Alliances 1350-1700. Dorothy

A scholarly and useful work tracing the relations of the Ottoman Turks with the

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on the development and use of Ottoman sea-power, the effects of the Turkish 
danger on the Reformation in Germany, the various projected Balkan insurrections in 
the seventeenth century and the Franco-Turkish alliance from Francis I to Louis 
XIV. The author has lived and studied in Turkey. A further volume is to follow on 
the later history of Turkish-European relations. (327-561) 


BRITISH POLITICAL PARTIES. The Distribution of Power within 
the Conservative and Labour Parties.

The author, who is a lecturer 
at the London School of Economics, describes, with an historical background, the 
way in which the Conservative and Labour Parties choose their leaders, the role 
of the leaders and the extent of their powers, the working of the National Union of 

Conservative and Unionist Associations and of the Conservative Central Office,

The book is essential for 
students of practical politics and is recommended to all who are interested in public 

affairs.

Although issued by the Victorian Fabian Society, not all the contributors are Fabians. 

Their belief, however, in the broad socialist principle of extending democracy to 

the economic sphere gives unity to the variety of subjects dealt with, which include 

economic and wage policies, constitutional issues and foreign policy.

Sir Hubert Henderson (1890-1952) was successively editor of The Nation, Joint 
Secretary of the Economic Advisory Council, wartime adviser to the Treasury and 
afterwards Drummond Professor of Political Economy in the University of Oxford. 
His prolific writings, many of them important, were mainly either articles in periodi- 
cals or official memoranda, and not easily accessible. This admirable selection of them 
contains some of his leading articles from The Nation, memoranda for government 
bodies on questions of economic policy, and papers written in 1945 and onwards 
on the price system, exchange rates, and other economic matters on which he was an

It brings together very conveniently the traditional wage theory and these more 
recent developments, and shows the reader how far the wage theories of the classical 
economists must be modified in relation to the actual labour market. (331-21)

In 1950-51 the Social Science Department of Liverpool University, with financial 

support from the Nuffield Foundation, investigated the problem of dock labour, 

and particularly of casual labour, in Liverpool. More especially, attention was 
directed to the working of the National Dock Labour Scheme, which had been in 
operation for three years, and whose emphasis on economic rather than social security 
had been suggested as a cause of the prevailing unrest. The results presented here 
throw considerable light on the organisation and social background of dock workers, 
with their earnings, working conditions and trade union activities, in one of the main 
British ports.

JUDGES IN INDUSTRY. A Study of Labour Arbitration in Australia.

The writer of this book is an American professor of labour history. His study of the 

activities of Commonwealth industrial tribunals in three specific industries—pastoral,

A brief description of Australian cultural, political and economic 
institutions serves to introduce a detailed study of the three industries. There have 
been important changes in Commonwealth industrial legislation since the writer 
produced this work as the result of a fellowship held in Australia in 1949, but there 
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is some justice in his claim that this study of a complex social institution may serve, 
despite the passage of time, as a valuable stimulus to further thought and discussion 
of the subject.

MONEY, TRADE AND INVESTMENT. G. D. H. Cole. Cassell, 25s.

Professor Cole, who is Chichele Professor of Social and Political Theory in the 
University of Oxford, and author of many works on economics, published an earlier 
version of this work in 1944 under the title Money, its Present and Future. The present, 
much longer, book includes in revised form the first part of the original, on the 
general theory of money, but is substantially a new work. It deals, for instance, with 
recent international monetary problems, such as those of the sterling area, and with 
the GATT (General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade) and other international agree- 
ments, besides making suggestions for future economic policy. (332) 


THE LONDON CAPITAL MARKET. Its Structure, Strains and 
Management. Norman Macrae. Staples Press, 25s. 1955. 22cm. 286 pages.

As a financial journalist the author is fully conversant with current City policy, and 

is well able to describe, as he sets out to do, the present-day working of the London 

capital and money markets and of the Bank of England. In addition to explaining 
the mechanism of borrowing and investment, he discusses the various types of mone- 
tary policy which the Government has adopted since the war in relation to their 
effects on, for example, the commercial banking system and the discount market. 
A textbook such as this for the non-specialist reader has long been awaited. (332-0942) 


THE GREAT INFLATION, 1939-1951. A. J. Brown. Oxford University 
Press for the Royal Institute of International Affairs, 30s. 1955. 22 cm. 336 pages.

After a brief summary of the relevant points of economic theory, this book describes, 

with details from many individual countries, the various forms which inflation has 

taken since 1939, and calls attention to the problems which need to be solved before 
inflationary tendencies can be finally checked. Besides illustrating one aspect of the 
economic effects of the war it gives the general reader, as well as the student, an 
understanding of the maladjustments involved. The author is Professor of Economics 
in the University of Leeds. (332-41) 


MAN AND THE LAND. L. Dudley Stamp. Collins, 25s. 1955. 22-5 cm. 
288 pages. 81 photographs (35 in colour). 52 illustrations in text. Bibliography.

Dr. Stamp surveys the evolution of the British countryside—farms, fields, crops and 

animals—from Neolithic times to the present. One of his main conelusions is that the 

country has always been overpopulated in relation to the farming area and techno- 
logical resources of the period in question. Skill and resourcefulness in the past have 
raised output to meet part of the increased demand, and can do so today, provided 
it is recognised that the romanticised landscape of the nineteenth century cannot be 
preserved, and that what is to take its place must be planned. Though the varied 
contents tend to be a little disjointed and there are inaccuracies, there is much in this 
book to interest and inform every citizen. (333-7)

Adviser to the Foreign Office, discusses the general principles and sources of law 

in the law and procedure of the International Court of Justice. There are twelve other 

main articles in addition to the usual shorter notes, the summaries of decisions of 

English Courts involving public and private international law, and the reviews of 

books.

THE JUDICIAL CONTROL OF PUBLIC AUTHORITIES IN 
ENGLAND AND IN ITALY. A Comparative Study. Serio Galeotti. 
Stevens & Sons, 30s. 1954. 25 cm. 264 pages. Bibliography. 

This is the first example of a comparative study of English and Italian administrative 

law and is a stimulating and informed contribution. Dr. Galeotti, after a general 

introduction on each country’s system, deals with the organisation and methods of 
judicial control, the extent of this control and its subject matter, its intensity and the 
nature of judicial control. He then covers procedural and practical aspects of 
the subject. His conclusion is that, considered as a set of remedies, Italian administrative 
law is superior to its English counterpart. He thinks the comparative under- 
development of English administrative law arises from the fact that the ordinary 
citizen is drawn more into English administration, particularly where his own 
interests are at stake. (344) 


RENT CONTROL. Dennis Lloyd and John Montgomerie. 2nd edition. 
Butterworth, 37s.6d. 1955. 22-5 cm. 686 pages. Tables. Index. 

The control of housing instituted by the Rent Restriction Acts was designed to 

meet the housing shortage in England after the First World War and has remained 

ever since. To consolidate the piecemeal legislation of the last few years, there have 

been two recent Acts of Parliament, the Housing Repairs and Rents Act, 1954, and 

the Landlord and Tenant Act, 1954 which, together with the stream of new cases

since 1949, have made a new edition necessary. This book deals clearly and fully with 
the whole of the law and practice in connection with rent control in its various forms. 
The authors are barristers-at-law. (347°2) 


THE COMMUNIST THEORY OF LAW. Hans Kelsen. Stevens & Sons, 
2§8. 1955. 22°5 cm. 212 pages. Index. (Library of World Affairs, No. 26) 
After an analysis of the theory of state and law of Marx and Engels, the author deals 
with the contributions of Lenin, Stuchka, Reisner and Pashukanis, and the rejection 
of Pashukanis’ theory by Yudin. Subsequent chapters deal with Vyshinsky’s theory of 
law and the theory of state and law by Golunskii and Strogovich. The final chapter 
is on the Soviet theory of international law presented by Korovin and Krylov. 
The author, who is considered to be the greatest living international jurist, concludes 
that the attempt to develop a theory of law on the basis of Marx’s economic interpre- 
tation of society has completely failed and that ‘true social science is possible only 
under the condition that it is independent of politics’. (349°47) 


ISLAMIC LAW IN AFRICA. Being a Survey of the Application of Islamic 
Law in the British Colonial Territories in Africa and in the Colony and 
Protectorate of Aden. J. N. D. Anderson for the Colonial Office. H.M. Stationery

Islamic law is applied over many parts of the British territories in both East and 

West Africa, but no systematic and comprehensive survey of its juristic basis or of 

its variety in scope and operation had hitherto been made. To this survey, Professor 

Anderson has brought not only his wide experience as a student of Islamic Law in 

general, but also the results of a study on the spot in all the territories. The status 

accorded to ‘native courts’ and the more frequent occurrence of mixed Moslem and 
non-Moslem populations in British territories have given greater importance to 
problems arising from the interaction of Islamic Law and indigenous custom. These 
are well illustrated and analysed in the course of this valuable and scholarly survey 
which, at the same time, provides a handbook for all the territories. (349°6)

GREAT CITIES OF THE WORLD. Their Government, Politics and 
Planning. Edited by William A. Robson. Allen & Unwin, 63s. 1955. 24 cm.

This is a work of first importance which fills an inconvenient gap in the literature of 

local government. There has hitherto been no book to describe, as this does, the forms 

of government, planning and social structure in representative cities throughout the 
world. Professor Robson, who is Professor of Public Administration at the London 

School of Economics (University of London), and author of several outstanding 

works on local government, administrative law and related subjects, has himself 

written the first part of the book, a general discussion on the great city of today, its 
executive, its municipal services and finances. This is followed by individual studies 
by eminent contributors, belonging to the countries concerned, on twenty great 
cities: Amsterdam, Bombay, Calcutta, Buenos Aires, Chicago, Copenhagen, London, 

Los Angeles, Manchester, Montreal, Toronto, Moscow, New York, Paris, Rio de 

Janeiro, Rome, Stockholm, Sydney, Wellington and Ziirich. The book is excellently 

produced and illustrated. (352) 
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Military Science: Air Force 
THE MINT. A day-book of the R.A.F. Depot between August and 
December 1922 with later notes by 352087 A/c Ross. T. E. Lawrence. Cape, 
17s.6d. 1955. 255 cm. 208 pages. 
Lawrence’s journal describes his first months at the R.A.F. training depot, and is 
rounded off by a later section on the more human atmosphere of the Cadet College 
at Cranwell. It is an uneven book, written while Lawrence was still recovering from 
nervous exhaustion and was meanwhile strained to the limit by physical hardships 
designed for much younger men. There are brilliant passages describing the training, 
the harshness of his superiors and Lawrence’s exchanges with his fellow-recruits, 
but his writing does not succeed in releasing or making articulate his inner experience. 
On the whole its literary merit must be rated lower than The Seven Pillars or the 
Letters. Yet for many readers there remains a fascination in everything Lawrence 
wrote, and by any criterion it is still a book of outstanding interest. The present 
edition is slightly expurgated to omit barrack-room obscenities. (358-4)

THE ANNUAL CHARITIES REGISTER AND DIGEST. Being a 
Classified Register of Charities in or Available for Persons in the Metropolis. 
62nd edition. Butterworth and Family Welfare Association, 17s.6d. 1955. 21 cm.

This useful Year Book gives information concerning many associations and societies 

which exist for the benefit and assistance of handicapped persons of all kinds in London. 

The address and particular aims of each body are given, together with such other 

special information as is of value in each case. Sections deal with the blind, deaf and 

dumb, epileptics and other physically unfit people, hospitals, old people, the homeless, 
refugees and aliens, prisoners’ aid societies, animal welfare, religious institutions, and 
many other deserving causes. Details are also given of the Family Welfare Association 
and affiliated societies, and local councils of socéal service in the United Kingdom.

GROWING UP IN THE CITY. A Study of Juvenile Delinquency in 
an Urban Neighbourhood. John Barron Mays. University Press of Liverpool

The author, who is Warden of the Liverpool University Settlement, has spent several 

years as a youth worker in that city, and his book is a revealing commentary on the 

He 
discusses the influence not only of the boys’ home background and general social 
environment but also of special factors such as race and religion. His understanding of 
the conflicting loyalties and emotions of boyhood enables him to make constructive 
suggestions towards the reform of young offenders and the creation of a healthier 
moral environment.

Maja Carlquist’s work in the field of gymnastics is well known and she has toured

many countries with her famous Sofia girls. Her book aims to show ‘how one can 
systematically teach a natural way of movement by developing Ling’s gymnastics 
according to the principles of rhythm’. In the first part the author explains the 
principles of her system, and in the second she sets out a series of daily exercises for 
children of 7-15 which she has found conducive to relaxation and the development of 
muscle-sense, the foundations for rhythm. These are accompanied by illustrations 
of the various movements. Teachers can learn a great deal from the ideas expressed 
in this excellent book.

THE RIGHTS OF WOMAN. Mary Wollstonecraft. THE SUBJECTION 
OF WOMEN. John Stuart Mill. Introduction by Pamela Frankau. Reprint. 
Dent, 6s. 1955. 18*5 cm. 330 pages. Bibliography. (Everyman’s Library) 

It is useful to have these two great and poignant social documents bound up together, 

so that the reader may realise how ‘close in historical time, how hard and how long 

was the struggle to escape from the political, social and economic disabilities of women, 

with all the bitter and unjust suffering which they entailed. The new introduction by 

Miss Pamela Frankau, stressing with what a great price this freedom was obtained, 

is imbued with the confidence of the current generation which was ‘free-born’; 

but does not mention the still potentially difficult position of the married woman 


with small children.

MORE GREEK FOLKTALES. Chosen and translated by R. M. Dawkins. 
Oxford University Press, 30s. 1955. 22-5 cm. 188 pages. Index. 
Professor Dawkins’ first volume of Greek folktales included the stories which are 
most widely spread throughout the Hellenic world. Here he has chosen those of more 
local interest. Several are recognisably connected with classical mythology, and give 
a good idea of what the myths may well have been like before the epic poets or the 
tragedians had immortalised them. Professor Dawkins, who has explored Magna 
Graecia from Sicily to the Pontus, is a unique authority on the peasant customs of 
the region and has written extremely illuminating notes on the sources of each of the 
stories. Compared with Western fairy-tales they possess much of the same charm, 
excitement and cruelty, but are often strangely inconsequential in their endings.

A practical guide showing how many common errors in English expression may be 
avoided. Sufficient formal grammar is given to allow the author's explanations to 
be succinct, and to enable the reader to deal with his own future difficulties. Many 
everyday difficulties in writing and speaking are dealt with: those relating to agree- 
ment, use of participles, confusion of words in meaning or function, spelling and 
punctuation, etc. A series of questions and comments on them help to impress the 
many points discussed in this very useful book. (425) 


THE SANSKRIT LANGUAGE. T. Burrow. Faber, §5s. 1955. 22°5 cm. 
434 pages. Bibliography. Index. (Great Languages) 
The aim of this volume is to give a detailed account of the structure of the Sanskrit 
language, particularly with reference to related facts in other Indo-European languages. 
In addition to chapters on Phonology, Declension of Nouns and the Verb, there is an 
outline history of the language and an important chapter on the formation of nominal 
stems. A concluding chapter gives a few indications of the influence of non-Aryan 
languages on the vocabulary of Sanskrit. This is an admirably thorough work, and 
it should be particularly useful to those who, while not themselves students of 
Sanskrit, are interested in the comparative study of the Indo-European languages. 
The author is Professor of Sanskrit in the University of Oxford. (491-2)

A revised and corrected edition of a work first published in 1953. The meanings of 
over 10,000 words and phrases are given in language intelligible to the layman. 
Special attention is paid to pronunciation and to word elements so that the reader 
may be able to break up and interpret new terms for himself. No attempt has been 
made to include words which are already adequately explained in the ordinary 
language dictionaries, and the terms which have been included seem to be a fairly 
representative selection from the various scientific fields covered. Between them, the 
authors combine a considerable experience in compiling dictionaries with a practical 
knowledge of the techniques of scientific education. This should prove a handy 
reference book for all intelligent people, even though their primary interests are not 
science and technology. (503)

THE EQUATORIE OF THE PLANETIS. Edited from the Peterhouse 
MS. 75.1 by Derek J. Price, with a linguistic analysis by R. M. Wilson.

The discovery of this fourteenth century manuscript aroused widespread interest, 

because of reasonable probability that it is the work of Chaucer, written in his own 
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hand, a companion to his Treaty on the Astrolabe. Apart from this it is valuable for the 
detailed account it gives of the making and use of an equatorium, an instrument used 
for calculating the position of the planets, and because it is written in Middle English. 
This is an excellent edition, giving photographs of each page of the original, a 
translation, helpful notes, and detailed discussion of points of scientific, literary 
and linguistic interest. (523-4) 


VARIABLE STARS AND GALACTIC STRUCTURE. Cecilia Payne-

Based on lectures delivered by the author in the University of London, this book is an 

authoritative descriptive account of the present state of knowledge concerning 

variable stars of all kinds in the Milky Way system. The author confines her 
speculations to the end of the book. The many tables concerning the distribution of 
variable stars and other statistical data make this an invaluable work of reference. 

Each chapter contains a long list of references to original papers. The author is

ELECTRICITY. Eric de Ville. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1955. 18 cm. 160 pages. 
20 illustrations. 61 diagrams in text. Index. Paper covers. (Pelican Books) 

A short but well-written account of the chief handiworks in the long history of 
electrical invention and discovery. Although known to the Greeks of 600 B.C., the 
word ‘electricity’ was first used in 1601, and for some centuries electrical phenomena 
were regarded as interesting but not very practical subjects for study. The author 
discusses the significance of the discoveries of such men as Ampére, Faraday, Edison, 
Clerk-Maxwell, Bell and Fleming which led to the harnessing of electrical power 
and the modern developments in radio, television and electronics. The book, which 
is intended for the general reader, is an admirable introduction to an important 
subject, although, as such, its value would have been increased by the inclusion of a 
list of books for further reading. (537)

CHEMISORPTION. B. M. W. Trapnell. Butterworth, 35s. 1955. 22°5 cm. 
272 pages. 87 illustrations. Diagrams. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 
The author is an academic research worker, who has recently started research under 
Sir Eric Rideal, and who has made a number of important contributions to the subject 
of this advanced textbook. After a general introduction, experimental methods are 
presented critically, and in several chapters the kinetics, thermodynamics and 
mechanism of chemisorption are dealt with. The last chapters discuss the mechanisms 
of hydrogenation and of the cracking of hydrocarbons. The treatment, highly 
authoritative throughout, is largely mathematical and mechanistic. The book is 
directed at the academic research worker, but in view of the very important applied 
implications of the subject it should be found in many industrial research laboratories. 
Each chapter has a very full and up-to-date bibliography. The book would be easier 


to use if there were an index of symbol definitions and an author index. —_ (§41°375)

The variation is discussed of upper wind with time and place as calculated from the 

radio and radar wind ascents made in recent years. Though the results of the observa- 

tions made over the British Isles are treated in most detail, observations from other 
areas are also used to enable generalisations to be made. The treatment is by vector 

statistics, the elements of which are outlined in the Introduction (Part I). In Parts Il, 

III and V are set out data concerning the variation of wind with time, of wind with 

distance, and of wind with time and place combined. Parts IV and VII discuss the 

question of accuracy and the use of statistical regression equations in forecasting winds.

Mrs. Manley has written a stimulating introduction to botany which will attract the 

non-specialist and will probably encourage many country lovers, who have not 

thought of themselves as naturalists, to take a closer look at flowers. ‘The chapters 
amble delightfully through the seasons, turning aside to examine such topics as the 
principles of plant growth, adaptation to different habitats, plant history and uses, 
relations with insects, distribution and so on. The drawings are delicately done, 
especially a short series of the commoner grasses, and the writing is warm and vivid, 
avoiding equally over-simplification and extravagance.

It is based on 
a two year course of training given there to junior student nurses and covers the 
curricula of the General Nursing Councils of England and Scotland. It describes 
the qualities required in mental nurses, and their duties. Miss Houliston, herself a sister 
tutor, gives a very adequate introduction to psychology and the mental disorders. 
There are useful chapters on occupational therapy and psychotherapy and the place 
of the psychiatric social worker in the mental hospital. (610-736)

A reprint of a series of articles which appeared in Machine Shop Magazine during 

1953 and 1954. Dust and fume control, the guarding of machinery, dermatitis, eyes 
and lighting, dangers of ionising radiations, protective clothing and safe flooring are 
covered. The author takes a sensible, positive attitude to safety rather than merely 
criticising bad practice, but it is a pity that a book for reference in factories should 
have only paper covers.

In this well-documented and efficient guide for practitioners to the uses of ampheta- 

mine, the authors have the collaboration of three other specialists, J. Y. Dent, 

J. A. Herd and R. S. Hodge. A brief history and pharmacology introduce the clinical 

chapters, which cover overweight, giving height and weight tables, fatigue and 

depression, narcolepsy, barbiturate poisoning, psychopathic states, enuresis and other 
behaviour disorders in children. Alcoholism and drug addictions are also considered, 
excluding addiction to amphetamine itself, which does not, in actual fact, occur.

knowledge of which the authors have themselves made valuable contributions, 

physicians and research workers will find a fascinating history of kwashiorkor and an 
authoritative, excellently documented survey of present knowledge. Kwashiorkor in 
children is most fully described, its natural history, clinical picture, diagnosis, patho- 
logical anatomy, biochemistry, treatment and prevention. The authors then consider 
protein malnutrition in adults and finally the possible implications of protein 
malnutrition in children and adults. Throughout they carefully weigh the evidence, 
guardedly express their views and indicate where further investigations are needed. 
The discussion of terminology and the list of vernacular names should enlighten 
workers in the continents vitally concerned, Africa, Asia, Europe and the Americas.

hormones, to a full consideration of each specific disease, and of diagnosis and patho- 
logy. Chapters follow on each form of therapy, and the psychiatric, social and 
industrial aspects of rheumatism. Dr. Percy Stocks gives statistics for the United 

Kingdom and some other countries for which indicative figures are available. The 

new knowledge of the uses of cortisone, hydrocortisone and ACTH is incorporated 

throughout the thoroughly revised text. Documentation and production are excellent.

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distribution and familial incidence, to which section Dr. N. Compston makes an 
important contribution. It deals very fully with symptomatology and incorporates 
much recent research, including the authors’ original work on the cerebrospinal fluid. 
Other new material is Dr. Lumsden’s study of the histology of the disease and the 
problems of aetiology, while treatment is also considered. This is a book of outstanding 
interest to physician and practitioner.

The 1954 Report consists of a series of essays whose authors were responsible for 

investigations in the five Nerve Injuries Centres established during the Second 

World War by the Ministry of Health and the Department of Health for Scotland, 

to which all categories of patients, service men, civilians and pensioners, were admitted. 

Based on the most careful clinical documentation and follow-up of cases, this report 

is entirely devoted to the advances made by British workers during the war, for the 

most part the results of close collaboration between clinicians and laboratory workers.

The textbook is 
divided into two parts, general principles of neurological diagnosis followed by 
descriptive accounts of specific diseases, and it has been thoroughly revised, the chapter 
on neurosyphilis and psychoneurosis being pruned to make room for recent advances 
and the author’s considered opinion upon them.

He deals very 
fully with the uses of antibiotics in acute superficial infections, then with those 
common minor surgical conditions in which the risk of infection is secondary or nil. 

He also discusses the choice of anaesthesia and anaesthetic emergencies, problems of 

organisation, certification of patients, their routing to other departments of the 

hospital, and difficulties of temperament. Most useful chapters in a stimulating, 
conscientious work, are those on the doctor’s legal responsibilities and protection.

This second volume in an annual series, gives brief descriptions of and notes on all 
breeds of cattle, sheep and horses (not pigs) raised in Great Britain and spotlights 
leading breeders and their herds and flocks. There are numerous photographs of 
outstanding animals. A special section, “Round the Breeds’, suggests and gives details 
of various tours which might be undertaken by enthusiasts wishing to visit well-known 
herds or flocks of a particular breed. It is a book which should prove especially helpful 
to overseas farmers and ranchers requiring information about British pedigree stock.

This fascinating and unusual chapter in the social, political and economic 
history of a continent is recorded with vigour and authority by a Texan professor 
who was brought up in the saddle.

‘Dumplings’ does not adequately convey the lightness and delicacy of ‘noedel’ and 
‘nockerl’. The emphasis is on pastries, sweets and gatcaux, for which Austria is 
renowned. Though the instructions for making croissants, puff pastry and ‘strudel’ 
seem almost fool-proof, some of the inviting recipes may appear deceptively simple.

ROBERT ESTIENNE, ROYAL PRINTER. An Historical Study of 
the Elder Stephanus. Elizabeth Armstrong. Cambridge University Press, 55s.

Robert Estienne was one of the comparatively rare printers in history who have 
combined the finest craftsmanship with personal learning. He was born in Paris in 
the early sixteenth century, the son of a successful printer-bookseller, and when his 
own time came to produce books he showed equal mastery in classical texts, and in 
editions of the Bible. But like other independent minds of his time, he later fell foul 
of theological adversaries, left Paris for Geneva, and became a Calvinist. He died, in an 
exile self-imposed, in 1559, leaving behind him work of exceptional beauty. Mrs. 
Armstrong’s study is a work of meticulous scholarship, covering man, work, and 
opinions, and her publishers have produced a book whose craftsmanship might 
not have been disdained by Estienne himself. (655-1)

as it is familiarly known in most corners of the world, is one of those institutions which 

seem endowed with perpetual vitality. In book publishing the firm’s record has been 

sure and steady, and occasionally of a high order of literary excitement.

This first volume in a new series broadly covers chemical engineering processes and 

equipment—roll and pebble mills, mixing plant, separation processes, evaporation, 

crystallisation, etc.—and the treatment places emphasis on practical rather than 
theoretical considerations. Much valuable information, contributed by experts, has 
been condensed into this work, which will interest industrial chemists and practising 
chemical engineers and will be of considerable value to chemical engineering students. 

The equipment described is largely of British manufacture and this in itself is of value 

in this field where so much published data relates to American equipment. The work 

is well illustrated and, where appropriate, references to the original literature are 

provided.

The first section of this authoritative series of monographs provides a useful introduc-

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compounds appears unsystematic, though each in itself will interest the industrial 
chemist and the advanced student. The third, dealing with resistant materials, is 
perhaps the most important in view of the difficulties often encountered in the design 
of chemical plant. References to the original literature aid wider reading, but it 
seems a pity that each main section could not be expanded into a separate volume 
in view of the importance of the individual subjects. Nevertheless, the present con- 
densed form will no doubt appeal to many, and particularly to the student. (661)

This is only the second book (the first was published before 1949) to deal with the 

now complex subject of producing nutritionally balanced animal feeding stuffs. 

The author is an expert on the subject, and has had the help of other specialists in the 

preparation of certain chapters. The book is up to date, and deals fully with provender 

milling, machinery and processes as well as including a section on nutritional require- 
ments. The tables include one detailing the speeds, power consumptions and capacities 
of a considerable number of different machines. The book is copiously illustrated

A refresher course on paint technology first delivered in London during 1945 and 
published by the Association during 1949 has now been revised and brought up to 
date, forming a valuable introductory textbook on paint technology suitable for 
students and junior technical members of the industry. After a brief review of the 
properties, structure and uses of paint raw materials, some consideration is given 
to the formulation and testing of various types of finish, and details are given of the 
manufacturing processes used in the industry. Finally, a short chapter reviews recent 
advances. It is a pity that no references are given to the original literature. Apart 
from this, the presentation is excellent and the illustrations, particularly, are clear 
and helpful.

more than an outline history of the chief European schools of painting. The author 

suggests how a technique may be acquired for looking at pictures and gives sensible 
guidance on such speculative topics as quality, the relations of composition and colour, 
the value of representation and methods of art teaching and study. In encouraging 
each individual to follow up certain themes or lines of approach and in helping him 
to decide what to look for in paintings, the Professor of Fine Arts in the University of 

Edinburgh has provided the best possible antidote for the ‘museum fatigue’ which 

rapidly overwhelms the bewildered visitor to a gallery who tries to absorb everything

ST. STEPHEN’S CHAPEL and Its Place in the Development of 
Perpendicular Style in England. J. M. Hastings. Cambridge University Press, 42s.

St. Stephen’s Chapel, Westminster, a fine example of the (purely English) Perpen- 

dicular style and perhaps the most important building of the fourteenth century in 

England, was the home of Parliament from the time of the Reformation until it was 

destroyed by fire in 1834. By good fortune, very complete records of the building have 

survived and Dr. Hastings, an authority on the period, has been able to use these to 
constructive effect in this profoundly interesting re-examination of the origins of 

‘Perpendicular’. In the course of his study the author analyses the ‘new work’ of old 

St. Paul’s Cathedral, the Eleanor Crosses and tomb-design. The book is splendidly 

illustrated with reproductions of plans and drawings, and photographs. (720-942)

sions, and concludes with technical and general advice. The theme is lucidly expounded

This 
interpretation is accompanied by a technical and photographic record of work in 
industrial, domestic and commercial fields completed or projected by the author in his 
five’years’ practice in Australia. Complete outline specifications are given for each 
building, together with perspective drawings. Each plan is accompanied by several 
photographs, some full page in size. Of interest to practising architects and students, 
this book should also be popular with the architecturally-minded layman.

Each volume is edited by an American 
art historian or museum curator and includes a short introductory text, commentaries 
opposite each reproduction, and biographical notes, bibliographies and, occasionally, 
quotations from the artist’s writings or recorded conversations at the end. Considering 

a very modest price, the colour-reproduction is as good as can be expected, more 

successful in some cases than others, but always giving a basically sound idea of the 

artist’s colour range. The series should be welcomed by anybody wishing to build up 

a reference library of reproductions at the lowest possible cost.

give the student access to the vast accumulation of documentary and other material 
concerning Leonardo. A very detailed bibliography to each chapter is inserted at the 
end of the book and much additional information may be found in the copious notes 
on the plates. The original approach in this study on the inexhaustible Leonardo 
problem is the conception of Leonardo as ‘artist-scientist’ and the correlation of the 
artistic with the scientific, anatomical and engineering works.

H. A. V. Bulleid is a well known writer on technical matters connected with 16mm., 
95mm. and 8mm. film-making. This very thorough study of ‘special effects’ is 
intended for the advanced amateur in cinematography. He defines special effects as 
‘filmic things that are not quite what they seem’; the range of effects described and 
very fully illustrated by technical diagrams includes not only the processes of anima- 
tion, of superimposition and the use of split screen, but also effects which can be 

roduced by the special manipulation of the camera lens, varying speeds, etc. This 
book is an outstanding addition to the evergrowing library devoted to the training 
of the amateur.

We make personal 
acquaintance with the ringers of today, and, at only slightly greater distance it seems, 
with their predecessors over the centuries. We hear of their achievements in the art 
of Change Ringing, and are not worried with technical analysis of them, which can 
be found elsewhere.

Jean Cocteau’s contributions to contemporary poetry, novels, plays, ballets and the 
cinema have made of him one of the most brilliant figures practising the arts in the 
last forty years. He has helped to introduce many famous writers, painters, musicians, 
and ballet producers to the public. Miss Crosland aptly calls him ‘a writer not merely 
to be read but to be seen and heard’. In this careful, interesting study she presents not 
only Cocteau’s personality, but the picture of a fascinating period in contempo

As before in 
Renown at Stratford, Robertson Davies, Canadian novelist, essayist and critic, and 
Dr. Tyrone Guthrie, former director of the Old Vic theatre in London, collaborate 
to produce a record and analysis of the season’s work. An essay on rehearsals and 
extended notices of the three productions are contributed by Mr, Davies. In his essay 
“A Long View of the Stratford Festival’, Dr. Guthrie expresses his hopes and suggest- 
ions for a Canadian assimilation of classical drama and foresees a sap ture 
for the enterprise. Grant MacDonald’s portraits and sketches of actors in and out of 
character constitute a lively and pertinent comment on the festival. (792-92)

During the lifetime of the author, a famous English international Association Football 
player, the game has developed from one rs with a restricted regional appeal to a 
world-wide sport with a high entertainment value. Since his retirement as a player 
in 1928, Buchan has become even better known as a writer on the game and as a 
B.B.C. commentator. The story he tells is entertaining and very frank about many 
aspects of the professional game, which, in some respects, would appear to be more 
of a business than a sport.

It is little more than thirty years since women first began to take an important part 
in athletics, but the growth of the movement has been rapid. A well-known athhetic 
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coach tells the story of that growth, pays a good deal of attention to technique and, 
in so doing, throws much light on the methods, and recounts the successes, of many 
famous women athletes all over the world.

John Board was present at the great 
majority of these events, and his delightful sketches, of which there are hundreds, are 
a happy reminder of a wonderful year for horsemen and horse-lovers.

Mr. Siepmann makes a modest and practical approach to this most controversial of 
literary tasks. He has written an introductory essay on his own principles and 
experience as a translator and illustrated it by a selection of versions from Latin, 
French and German, with notes on the special requirements of each poem as he sees 
them. The main interest of his book lies in this last section. His own versions are 
accurate without being poetically inspiring, perhaps because they are too much domi- 
nated by the demands of rhyme. But his comments on the technical problems 
presented by the originals are acute and deserve the attention of other translators.

A collection of short stories, poems and essays by exiled contemporary writers from 

Spain and Eastern Europe. The general standard of translation leaves something to be 

desired and it affects the verse contributions more noticeably than the prose. Two 

Polish authors of war-time stories, Tadeusz Wittlin and Roman Orwid-Bulicz, 

together with Arturo Barea, are outstanding among the writers of fiction, and their 

narrative power succeeds in surmounting the barrier of language. There are also 
interesting essays by Salvador de Madariaga on ‘Spain and the West’ and Andrew 

Colin on ‘Gogol’.

THE ULYSSES THEME. A Study in the Adaptability of a Traditional

The ‘man of many turns’ is followed in his post-Homeric Odyssey through European 

literature. His Protean transformations in Attic tragedy, Virgil, Dante, Calderon, 

Tennyson, Pascoli, Joyce, Kazantzakis, and other writers, are observed and analysed, 

and he emerges at all times as, in some way, a projection of the age or of the artist 

in whose work he reappears. The author’s style, lucid and simple, yet sensitive and 
responsive to atmosphere, makes enjoyable reading. The text is followed by abundant 
notes. There will be few readers whom ever-wandering Ulysses will not lead to

SILVER POETS OF THE SIXTEENTH CENTURY. Edited with

The ‘Silver Poets’ of the title are five minor poets whose lives cover the period 
1503-1626, and to whom the editor attributes ‘a silver-tongued eloquence’: Wyatt, 
Surrey, Sidney, Ralegh and Sir John Davies. The first two were pioneers in restoring 
order and fluency to English; Wyatt introduced the sonnet and Surrey showed the 
possibilities of blank verse. Sidney’s poetry was not only silver but golden at its best. 
Ralegh showed, at times, an unusual prophetic quality, and Davies a typical Eliza- 
bethan didacticism. The admirable introduction is,particularly useful in its discussion 
of Wyatt and Surrey. (821-308)

the Blake of the Prophetic Books, and few authors can say with honesty that they 

owe nothing to Dr. Bronowski. By dwelling upon the social history of the time, the 
author gives us a living figure—that of a craftsman with mystic insight, who under- 
stood where the modern world was leading. That it should need a poet and craftsman 
to do this is significant; but Blake’s message is still relevant to a time in which crafts- 
manship has virtually disappeared. The theme of the book is that “we cannot 
understand the inner vision throughout Blake’s work unless we understand from 
the outset that it was Blake’s everyday vision’. (821-6) 


A SORT OF ECSTASY. Poems: New and Selected. A. J. M. Smith. 
Ryerson Press (Toronto, Canada), $3-75. 1954. 23 cm. 56 pages. 


Although A. J. M. Smith has long been considered the leader of the modern group 
of Canadian poets, having set forth tenets which have satisfied a great many of the 
younger poets, he is also to be found in several standard anthologies of Canadian 
poetry. The contents of this volume, as the sub-title indicates, are not all new but are 
representative, ranging from the descriptive “The Lonely Land’ to the poet’s poem 
‘Quietly to be Quickly’. All he writes has vigour and simplicity. The late E. K. Brown, 
the eminent Canadian critic, said of him, ‘Whatever the theme, the execution is 
beautifully deliberate, and the feeling or thought fully mature and intense’. (821-9C) 


COLLECTED POEMS, 1928-1953. Stephen Spender. Faber, 15s. 1955. 
20°5 cm. 212 pages. Index. 
“Selected” would perhaps have been more appropriate than ‘Collected’, for Mr. 
Spender has discarded more poems than he has retained. There will be general agree- 
ment that his work has gained by this reduction and that, by and large, he has 
selected justly. Some readers, however, will be less happy about the revision, often 
drastic, of the poems that remain. The honesty and candour of Mr. Spender’s verse 
are virtues which were often particularly noticeable in a certain gaucherie which has 
now been partly smoothed away. The contents are well arranged, according to 
‘autobiographical development’, in eleven sections, of which the first (1930-33) is 
by far the largest and probably has the highest proportion of good poems. (821-9)

OUT OF THIS WOOD. A Country Sequence of Five Plays. Robert Gittings. 
Heinemann, 6s.6d. 1955. 19°5 cm. 116 pages. 1 illustration. Boards. (Drama Library) 
These five verse plays have been specially written for the National Federation of 
Women’s Institutes Drama Festival in 1957 and may not be otherwise performed 
until after that date. They all concern poets in relation to country life and can be 
acted separately or as one performance by all women casts. The plays, Thomas Tusser’s 
Wife (about 1557), Parson Herrick’s Parishioners (1630), William Cowper’s Muse (1784), 
The Bronté Sisters (1848), and Our Clouded Hills (the present time) are also available in 
separately published paper editions at 1s.6d. each. (822-9) 


GOOD FRIDAY. A Play in Verse. John Masefield. Heinemann, 4s.6d. 1955.

First published in 1917 and long out of print, this passion play in verse, excellent of 

its kind, has been performed both in churches and theatres very many times over the

THE NOVELS OF I. COMPTON-BURNETT. Robert Liddell. 
Gollancz, 10s.6d. 1955. 22-5 cm. 112 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. 
This, the first book on Miss Compton-Burnett’s novels, is mainly an enthusiastic 
presentation of her subject-matter and methods and does not seriously attempt a 
critical ‘placing’. Indeed, Mr. Liddell is too devoted a disciple to be capable of cold 
and disinterested judgment. His whole-hearted sympathy with Miss Compton- 
Burnett’s preoccupations, however, make him an excellent interpreter of her work 
and he writes well and concisely. In three chapters on the characters (“The Tyrants’, 
‘The Victims’, and “The Chorus’) Mr. Liddell shows successfully that there is more 
differentiation than most readers have observed, though twice he has to confess 
uncertainty in ascribing lines to particular speakers; there is a chapter on “The 
Happenings’, and another on “The Writing’ with some very illuminating comments 
on the expressive range of the dialogue. (823-9)

English Miscellany 

OSCAR WILDE’S PLAYS, PROSE WRITINGS, AND POEMS. 
Introduction by Hesketh Pearson. Reprint. Dent, 6s. 1955. 18-5 cm. 448 pages. 
Bibliography. (Everyman’s Library) 

It is not easy to make a representative selection of Oscar Wilde’s writings without 

filling a much larger volume. There is a good case for including, as the editor has done, 

only The Importance Of Being Earnest and Lady Windermere’s Fan from the plays and 

for limiting the poetry to The Ballad of Reading Gaol. From the criticism it seems 

a pity to have omitted the essay on The Decay of Lying, and from a biographical point 

of view De Profundis would have been more valuable than the letter to Robert Ross 

reprinted here. Mr. Hesketh Pearson contributes an altogether excellent introduction.

BLUE WATER VAGABOND. Dennis Puleston. Hart-Davis, 10s.6d. 1955. 
19 cm. 262 pages. 12 photographs. Endpaper maps. (Mariners Library) 
An account of six years’ wandering on the part of an adventurous young English- 
man with a passion for sailing. First he crossed to the West Indies; then made for 
America. Later a chance meeting made him join an American schooner, in which 
he went, via the Panama Canal, to visit the enchanted islands of the Pacific and Indian 
oceans, making a long stay at Tahiti. Heading north, he arrived in China at the same 
time as the Japanese invasion. He reached home via the Trans-Siberian railway. 
Mr. Puleston writes without affectation, and his journey, made just before the last 
war, showed him the background of what was to be grim warfare in the years im- 


mediately ahead. (910-4) 


A STRANGER IN SPAIN. H. V. Morton. Methuen, 18s. 1955. 22°5 cm. 
386 pages. 20 illustrations (4 in colour). Endpaper map and chronology. 
Bibliography. Index. 

Yet another book on Spain, this time by an experienced travel-writer. Mr Morton’s 

recognition that the stranger wishing to approach Spain with sympathy and apprecia- 

tion must do so through its history has enabled him to produce an entirely original 
travel book. As he tours the countryside his perceptive eye invests the scene with its 
historical significances so that Ferdinand and Isabel, Philip Il and Vel4zquez, Goya, 

Columbus, Cortés and Pizarro live again in his pages as 5 are made coherent to the 

contemporary world by topical allusion, anecdote and chance encounter. The book 

is suffused with an eager sincerity which offsets the somewhat leisurely style. (914-6) 


ASIA EAST BY SOUTH. A Cultural Geography. J. E. Spencer. Chapman 

& Hall, 68s. 1955. 28-5 cm. 464 pages. 136 maps and diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
The author proceeds from the standpoint that, to be of use, a geographic interpretation 
of the Orient must range beyond crop distributions, settlement forms, and lines of 
transport to less tangible data. This anti-deterministic view is to be commended, 
but the danger is that, in the guise of cultural geography, much purely descriptive 
matter may creep in. Professor Spencer largely succeeds in avoiding this because he 
never strays far from the group in its regional setting. After thirteen chapters of 
systematic geography, the growth of the variant cultures of twelve major regions, 
from India to Japan, are discussed. The two chapters on China are balanced and 
illuminating. He shows that similar features in their human geography may be due 
to widely different causes, and are not always simple expressions of preferred choices. 
The numerous sketch maps are generally interesting, but vary considerably in value.

TIBETAN MARCHES. André Migot. Translated from the French by 

Peter Fleming. Hart-Davis, 18s. 1955. 22 cm. 288 pages. 39 photographs. 2 maps. 
Dr. Migot travelled through the Chinese-Tibetan marches in 1947 shortly before the 
Communist triumph. He went the hard way from Kunming to Peking, via Jyekundo, 
making use of any available means, and persisting despite being despoiled by bandits. 
His project of reaching Lhasa never came within sight of success, but he derived 
numerous consolations from his experiences, which included initiation into the 
Buddhist faith. He writes attractively and with insight of the Tibetans, in whom he 
recognised a high degree of spirituality, and of the impressive landscape of wind-swept 
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plateaus, deep valleys and great peaks. He concludes with some experiences of 
Communist rule during temporary arrest in North China. Much of the attraction of 
the book is due to the splendid translation by Peter Fleming. (915°1) 


JAPAN. Werner Bischof. Text by Robert Guillain. Sylvan Press, 55s. 1955. 
28-5 cm. 30 pages of text. 109 photographs (29 in colour). 
This sumptuous album of photographs gives us a graphic glimpse of post-war Japan, 
and a superb section on the Japanese theatre. The photography could not be bettered 
(save perhaps for the bright blue Mount Fuji on plate 83), and the introduction, 
addressed primarily to those who have never visited Japan, is a model of skilful 
translation from the French of Robert Guillain. The work is divided into three sections 
—Old Japan, Japan Today, and the traditional Japanese theatre—and can be un- 
reservedly recommended to anybody interested in that country. (915-2) 


DEVELOPMENT IN JAMAICA. Year of Progress, 1954. Edited by 
Esther Chapman. Arawak Press (Jamaica): Chantry Publications (London), 213.

The third edition, brought up to date, of a useful handbook produced by the editor 

of the West Indian Review, herself a novelist. Chapters include special articles, by 

separate authors, on industry, transport, agriculture, and tourism, as well as other 

topics, and useful notes for visitors.

WILLIAM BALSTON, PAPER MAKER, 1759-1849. Thomas Balston. 
Methuen, 21s. 1955. 30cm. 184 pages. 34 illustrations. Index. 

This beautifully produced book, printed by the Cambridge University Press on a 
mould-made J. Whatman paper, manufactured by W. & R. Balston, is a befitting 
tribute to an extraordinary man. Picked from Christ’s Hospital when a boy for 
apprenticeship to the great paper-maker, James Whatman of Turkey Mills, near 
Maidstone, Balston showed himself to be a leader in trade and enterprise, though 
uncertain in finance. The story of the founding and the vicissitudes of his own 
steam-driven paper-mill, here recounted in detail from original documents, and 
embellished with some excellent portraits reproduced in collotype, is as absorbing 
as anything in the annals of industrial self-help. The firm he founded was in turn 
managed by his sons. It continues to provide paper of the finest quality. (92) 


DIAGHILEFF: HIS ARTISTIC AND PRIVATE LIFE. 
Arnold Haskell in collaboration with Walter Nouvel. New edition. Gollancz, 18s. 
1955. 22°§ cm. 382 pages. 29 illustrations. Index. 

The twenty-fifth anniversary of Diaghileff’s death fell in 1954 and this is a welcome 

and opportune reissue of the best study of the man and his work. Originally written 

in 1935 from widely-gathered material in addition to the recollections extensively 
quoted from Nouvel, Diaghileff’s friend since student days, it returns in a pleasanter 
form than the cramped reissue of 1947, with newly selected illustrations and a brief 
additional foreword reaffirming the important place held by Diaghileff, not in ballet 
alone but in the whole aesthetic history of the twentieth century. (92) 


KNIGHT ERRANT. A Biography of Douglas Fairbanks, Jr. Brian Connell. 
Hodder & Stoughton, 16s. 1955. 21cm. 288 pages. 23 plates. Index. 

This interesting and well-documented biography of Douglas Fairbanks Jr. gives more 

space to his unofficial voluntary work in the sphere of diplomacy than to his work 
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as an actor, which has been on the whole successful rather than exceptional. The book 
describes in detail what he has done during the past fifteen to twenty years to further 
good relations between his own and other countries, much of it as a result of his 
informal high-level contacts, particularly in America and Britain. The history of 
the man is closely identified with the history of his times, and provides continuous 
evidence of his outstanding good will. Many difficulties have been put in his way 
and wrong motives attributed to him. This biography should do much to clarify 
these misunderstandings. (92) 


MICHAEL FARADAY: Man of Simplicity. James Kendall. Faber, 12s.6d. 
19$$. 21cm. 196 pages. 4 plates. 8 illustrations in text. Index. 
The author, who is Professor of Chemistry in the University of Edinburgh, has 
recently given us an introductory biography of Humphrey Davy, and he now follows 
this with a similar study of Davy’s pupil. His account of Faraday is very readable, 
and filled with the author’s deep affection and admiration for his subject. The keynote 
of the book is stated in the sub-title—Faraday as a man of simplicity, in contrast 
to the complexity and worldliness of Davy. Although Professor Kendall does not 
explore fully the qualities of Faraday’s scientific imagination, he has written a good 


popular biography. (92) 


SIR EDMUND HEAD. A Scholarly Governor. D. G. G. Kerr. University 
of Toronto Press (Toronto, Canada), $5-00. 1954. 23-5 cm. 272 pages. Portrait 
frontispiece. Index. 

Sir Edmund Head (1805-68) made an important contribution to the development of a 

parliamentary system of government in the colonies and to Canadian confederation. 

In a series of difficult posts—Poor Law Commissioner, Lieutenant-Governor of New 

Brunswick, Governor-General of Canada, and Governor of the Hudson’s Bay 

Company—he showed administrative ability, diplomacy and farsightedness. Dr. Kerr, 

Head of the Department of History in Mount Allison University, New Brunswick, 

has written the first biography of this neglected governor. The book also contains a 

penetrating analysis of the constitutional issues in the development of Canada from 

colony to nation. (92) 


A VICTORIAN BOYHOOD. L. E. Jones. Macmillan, 18s. 1955. 22 cm. 
250 pages. Frontispiece. 
Sir Lawrence Jones comes of a distinguished Norfolk family and the first part of his 
book gives a lively description of his childhood on a typical large country estate 
towards the end of the nineteenth century. Thereafter family and financial difficulties 
obliged his parents to live abroad in Switzerland and in the South of France. The last 
section of the book describes life at a famous public school (Eton) fifty years ago. To 
the non-English or even to the non-Etonian reader, many of the expressions and 
allusions will be puzzling but scenes, sensations and people are vividly and authentic- 
ally described and the author has a perceptive wit. (92) 


LETTERS OF JOHN KEATS. Selected by Frederick Page. Ovxford 
University Press, 8s.6d. 1954. 15°$ cm. 472 pages. Index. (World’s Classics) 
Such a compact selection has long been very much needed, if only because Keats is 
one of the most companionable of letterwriters and Maurice Buxton Forman’s 
definitive edition is a portly volume. The selection could hardly have been better 
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edited or more beautifully printed than in this inexpensive volume. It contains 168 
of the 245 letters in Mr. Forman’s edition, reproducing exactly Keats’s spelling and 
punctuation. All the best of the letters are here, spanning his brief adult life from 
1816 to 1820: a record, infused with humour and wisdom, of a great poet’s interests 
and friendships, his hopeless love, and the development of his thought and imagination

THE SCHOLAR AND THE CROSS. The Life and Work of Edith Stein. 
Hilda C. Graef. Longmans, 18s. 1955. 22°5 cm. 242 pages. 10 illustrations. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. 

Edith Stein was a Jewish intellectual and disciple of Hussert who moved from 

‘scientific humanism’ and atheism to an acceptance of the Catholic faith. She was 

received in her forty-second year into the Carmelite order and died in the gas- 

chambers of Auschwitz in 1942. Her story is told simply and with great understanding. 

Nor is it merely an exercise in hagiography. We are given a credible human figure, 

not a panel of stained glass. Those familiar with the work of Simone Weil will be 

tempted to make comparisons between the two women. Simone Weil was a mystic; 

Edith Stein, though a student of mysticism, followed the path of reason. The two 

together represent the two ‘ways’ to belief. (92) 


THINK OF STEPHEN. A Family Chronicle. Ruth Bedford. Angus & 
Robertson (Sydney, Australia, and London), 25s. 1954. 312 pages. Illustrations. 
The Stephen family which has made its mark in England through Sir Leslie Stephen 

and Virginia Woolf has also had, through Sir Alfred Stephen, é 

Justice of New South Wales and later Lieutenant-Governor, a considerable part to 
play in Australian life. This delightful biography of Sir Alfred and his family is written 
by his granddaughter, from letters, diaries and memoirs of her grandparents, and 
from her own memories of them. We are introduced to most of the prominent people 
of the day and get a vivid picture of nineteenth century social life. (92) 


THE OLD CAUSE. Three Biographical Studies in Whiggism. John Carswell. 
Cresset Press, 308. 1954. 22°5cm. 426 pages. 9 plates. Chronological table. 
Bibliography. Index. 

The idea of a constitutional opposition is usually regarded as the hall-mark of demo- 

cratic government. In searching for its origins in England, Mr. Carswell found it 

rooted in the political era associated with the Whigs. He has tried, with considerable 
success, to illustrate its development through three biographical essays on Thomas 

Wharton, George Bubb Dodington, and Charles James Fox, each of whom had a 

distinctive contribution to make to the development of Whig ideas, and the theory and 

practice of loyal opposition. His book is a scholarly contribution to the political 

and constitutional history of the early modern period. (923-2)

CONSILIUM PRINCIPIS. Imperial Councils and Counsellors from 
Augustus to Diocletian. John Crook. Cambridge University Press, 27s.6d. 
1955. 22cm. 210 pages. Indexes. 

During the early Roman Empire policy was largely determined by the emperor and 

his ‘friends’, the amici principis, who met as an unofficial consultative body, known 

as the Consilium Principis. In a most useful monograph, the first in English, Mr. Crook 

studies the working of this council, viewing it less as a constitutional organ than as a 
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group of powerful individuals by whose experience and advice imperial policy was 
shaped. He tackles firmly and with good common sense the confused history of this 
body, assessing somewhat lower than before the part played by Hadrian and 
Diocletian in its development. This book, which is beautifully produced, provides 
a scholarly and helpful contribution to a basic aspect of the history of the Roman 
Empire. (937)

THE NAKED ISLAND. Russell Braddon. Pan Books, 2s.6d. 1955. 18 cm. 
286 pages. 4 photographs. Paper covers. 

In this book, first published in 1952, Russell Braddon describes graphically his capture 

in Malaya and his grim experiences as a prisoner of the Japanese for three years. He, 

among many other Allied British prisoners, helped to build the notorious ‘railway 

of death’ to connect Bangkok with Rangoon. (940-547) 


OF SINS AND WINTER. Maurice Rowdon. Chatto & Windus, 11s.6d. 
1955. 19cm. 190 pages. 
Six years after World War II the author revisited the places where he fought as a 
Royal Artillery officer from September 1943 until the end. In analysing his own 
feelings and sense of guilt, he tells of his experiences in retrospect—and some of these, 
especially during the campaign in Italy against the Germans, are vividly recounted. 
It is an unusual story, but a good representation of the thoughts and recollections of a 
soldier whose generation he describes as ‘the children of war’. (940-548)

THE LETTERS OF JAMES V. Collected and calendared by the late 
Robert Kerr Hannay. Edited by Denys Hay. H.M. Stationery Office (Edinburgh), 
84s. 1954. 25 cm. 484 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

This valuable calendar of the correspondence of the Scottish King James V (1513-42) 

will be welcomed by all students of early sixteenth century history for the light it 

throws on the relations between Scotland, England, and France, as well as for the 
material it supplies for the domestic history of Scotland at a time when royal marriage, 
the relations of the crown with the papacy, the reception of Lutheran ideas, and the 
inroads made by Scottish noblemen upon the lands of the Church were combining 
to make a pattern of history not unlike that of England at that time. The discovery 
of letter-books, which are described in a prefatory note, has almost doubled the 
number of letters now available for this reign. They make this volume an indispensable 
source for all students of Scottish history. (941)

ENGLISH HISTORICAL DOCUMENTS, c.s500-1042. Edited by 
Dorothy Whitelock. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 80s. 1955. 24°5cm. 892 pages. 
3 maps. Index. 

The third volume to be issued in this interesting series of source-books. Like its fore- 

runners, it contains a wide selection of the essential documents of the period under 

review, which runs from the time of the settlement of Germanic tribes in Britain 

until the accession of Edward the Confessor. Among the more important features 

may be mentioned a new translation of the Anglo-Saxon Chronicle, some eighty 
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Anglo-Saxon charters, the majority of which have not been previously translated, 
and a goodly selection of letters and lives of saints. A special attraction of this series 
are the full historical introductions, critical bibliographies, and other aids to study. 
The student of early English history will find here the main texts, in translation, 
essential for intelligent study. It should be on the shelves of all efficient libraries.

The History of the Rebellion by Edward Hyde, first Earl of Clarendon, is not only one

active part in many of the events which he describes. His book is extremely long, 
however, and a real need is met by this copious and skilfully edited selection, which 
gives many long passages, complete, including Clarendon’s most famous character- 
studies. Many of the principles and problems discussed are living issues in the world

A vivid and detailed narrative of the events of about five years preceding the Civil 

Wars under Charles | is achieved by revealing what the men who lived through that 

period felt and why, on their own showing, they acted as they did. A successful 

restoration of such ‘immediacy of experience’ is the outstanding quality of this book. 

It has enabled the author to assemble a great gallery of striking portraits of individual 

people reacting to the daily religious, political, economic and financial stresses of the 

time. The first section gives a general impression of the people of the British Isles, 
contrasting their variety and vitality with the unrealistic aloof formalism of Court 
life. The narrative then proceeds chronologically. The well-known events, now 
matters of history, are presented as contemporaries saw or judged them. Literary skill, 
scrupulous documentation and scholarly control of material mark this outstanding 
work.

In twenty-cight articles, mainly by professors in British, American, French, Belgian 
and German universities, an attempt is made to survey the ideological origins, the 
political policies, the activities and the techniques of the Nazi régime. A massive, 
well-documented volume, its three sections are devoted respectively to the philo- 
sophical forerunners; the economic, social and political conditions which preceded 
the rise to power; and the methods of nazification, including two articles on National 
Socialism and the Churches. The first article, by Professor E. Vermeil, on German 
nationalist ideology, occupying 109 pages, would itself make a fair-sized, impressive 
monograph. No student of any aspect of the subject can ignore the weight of factual 
detail and logical conclusion which this book presents. (943-086)

SOVIET RUSSIA. An Introduction. Jacob Miller. Hutchinson, 8s.6d. 1955.

Library) 
A useful handbook both for the general reader and for the student in need of a quick 
survey. It describes, with a historical background, the main aspects of Russian 
political and economic life, including the industrialisation of the country, the wage 
systems, and related topics. Ten appendices deal with such matters as the control of 
labour, family organisation, and the nations of Russia; one is a usefully annotated 
guide to further reading. The author is Lecturer in Soviet Social and Economic 
Institutions in the University of Glasgow, and joint editor of Soviet Studies.

THE PROSPECTS FOR COMMUNIST CHINA. W. W. Rostow 
in collaboration with Richard W. Hatch, Frank A. Kierman, Jr., Alexander 
Eckstein, and with the assistance of others at the Center for International Studies, 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology. Chapman & Hall, 40s. 1955. 23°5 cm. 
392 pages. Endpaper map. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 
The authors aim here to ‘pull together in the compass of a short volume what we 
know about Communist China’. To a great extent they succeed in answering the 
questions: What are the operative motivations of the Chinese Communist régime? 
What are its current intentions with respect to the society of the mainland and to the 
external world? What problems does it confront in achieving its purposes? What 
is the likelihood of Chinese Communist success or failure, in terms of the régime’s 
apparent objectives? What are the prospects for change in Chinese Communist society 
over the foreseeable future: They have used, among other sources, the Russian 
press but, although they provide an excellent bibliography of material in western 
languages, there are no references to the Russian language material used.

SECRET MINUTES OF THE DUTCH POLITICAL COUNCIL 
1762. Edited and translated from the Dutch by J. H. O. Paulusz. Government 
Publications Bureau (Colombo, Ceylon), Rs.25. 1954. 24°5 cm. 350 pages. Index. 

A series of translations is proposed for the period 1762-66, covering the war between 

the Dutch and the King of Kandy which began in 1760 and the sending of a British 

envoy, Pybus, to the Kandyan court. An introduction tells of events prior to the 
beginning of 1762. Thereafter the Minutes provide a record of events until 

27 November of that year, when the Council addressed a strong letter to the Governor 

of the East India Company protesting at the Company’s relations with the King of 

Kandy. This is an important contribution to early colonial history. (954°8)

THE MIDDLE EAST, 1955. A survey and directory of Arabia, Cyprus, 
Egypt, Iraq, Israel, Jordan, the Lebanon, Libya, Persia, the Sudan, Syria and 
Turkey, with geographical, historical, economic and educational surveys, concise 
information about political, industrial, financial and cultural organisations, and 
Who's Who in the Middle East. 4th edition. Europa Publications, 60s. 1955. 25°5 cm. 
440 pages. 13 maps. Tables. Bibliography. 

Important changes have taken place in the Middle East since the last edition of this 

useful reference work was published nearly two years ago. The background informa- 
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tion necessary to a proper understanding of developments in the countries under 
review is given under a number of almost uniform headings. In this edition the 
outline of the physical, social and economic geography of the Middle East has been 
brought up-to-date by Dr. W. B. Fisher of Durham University and the Who’s Who 
section has been expanded and revised. (956) 


South Africa 


IMPERIAL POLICY AND SOUTH AFRICA, 1902-10. G. B. Pyrah. 
Oxford University Press, 35s. 1955. 22°5 cm. 288 pages. Map. Tables. Bibliography. 
Index. 

A detailed academic study of the establishment of responsible government in South 

Africa in the years following the Boer War, relating it to the growth of the idea of 

the Commonwealth. Introductory chapters contrast the Liberal and Unionist views 

of Imperialism at the close of the nineteenth century and, drawing largely on the 
correspondence, published and unpublished, of the leading figures in British political 
life, show how a viewpoint favourable to a new settlement developed. With the rise 
of the Liberals to power at the close of 190s—foretold by Kitchener to Smuts at the 
negotiations preceding the treaty of Vereeniging—the practical implementation of 
these ideas began, and Dr. Pyrah surveys their development in England and South 
Africa up to the Union of rg10. (968) 


South-East Asia 


SOUTH-EAST ASIA BETWEEN TWO WORLDS. Tibor Mende. 
Turnstile Press, 21s. 1955. 22°5 cm. 346 pages. Map. Index. 
Tibor Mende has visited since the war all the countries of which he writes: Indonesia, 
Burma, Pakistan and South East Asia. He combines the characteristics of the travel 
writer and the political journalist, and he writes as one who genuinely cares about the 
future of the Asiatic world. He maintains that the straight ‘Communist or American 
way of life for Asia’ is an unrealistic antithesis; and that Asia, suddenly detached from 
the metropolitan powers, must seck its own route to efficient self-government and 
fulfilment. This is a book that the man in the street and the student of affairs may 
equally enjoy. (959)

GLORIOUS LIFE. Derek Barton. Michael Joseph, 12s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 
248 pages. 

“A gay cautionary tale’ is what the author calls this novel. Its setting is the purely 
mythical Ministry of Fine Arts in which the hero, Paul Sheardon, is having a splendid 
time as a temporary Civil Servant until his roving eye, combined with his bad 
handwriting, betray him into a disastrous error. As a satire on the Civil Service, in 
which the author once served, this is at moments an extremely funny book, but the 
characters have been too well created for the reader not to feel a little upset when one 
of them tries to gas himself. He fails, of course; but one still feels that Derek Barton’s 
laughter is, fundamentally, a little sad. 


THE DIARY OF AN UGLY DUCKLING. Marianne Becker. Translated 
from the French by Jonathan Griffin. Secker & Warburg, 12s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 
232 pages. 

Cra-Cra is a plain, unwanted girl of fifteen, living in a Paris suburb with her two 

prettier sisters, an unsympathetic mother, and a father whom she loves. Engrossed 
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in her own unhappiness, she reveals in her journal, stage by stage, within six critical 
months, her middle-class family history and environment. By reprehensible means, 
she unearths some shady family secrets and her origins, thereby releasing her own ego. 
Tragic at the climax, but happier at the close, this is a perceptive study of a painful 
adolescence. 


BROTHERS IN LAW. Henry Cecil. Michael Joseph, 10s.6d. 1955. 
20°5 cm. 222 pages. 

Mr. Cecil’s book expatiates with quiet wit upon the legal profession, exposing the 
foibles of lawyer, judge and client. It recounts with a wry humour the bewilderi 
and often agonising experiences of a young barrister from the day of his final law 
examinations until, after a year or so, he has learned enough of the rudiments of his 
trade to feel that he is safely launched upon his chosen career. It is one of the merits 
of this entertaining book that it brings the reader into touch with a side of the legal 
profession with which the lay public is not familiar. Those who like the atmosphere 
of the courts and the flavour of legal wit are certain to enjoy it. 


MOTHER AND SON. I. Compton-Burnett. Gollancz, 12s.6d. 1955. 
19cm. 256 pages. P 
Regularly every two years, Miss Compton-Burnett, one of the most interesting of 
living English novelists, publishes another tragi-comic conversation piece about upper 
middle class English families living at the turn of the century in isolated country 
houses. Mother and Son is true to type and almost as strikingly unlike the novels of 
any other writer as its predecessors. The death half-way through of a wicked, tyranni- 
cal, possessive matriarch precipitates the disclosure of hidden sins which in the 
outcome ruins her husband’s and her middle-aged son’s attempts to start new lives. 
The dialogue (nine-tenths of the book) is as terse and vitriolic but not quite so stylised 
and remote from normal speech as previously. A smaller chorus of children and 
servants than in her recent novels makes room for a remarkable innovation: two 

marvellously and impeccably cat-like cats.

BEST SF: SCIENCE FICTION STORIES. Edited with an Introduction 
by Edmund Crispin. Faber, 15s. 1955. 20°5 cm. 368 pages. 
Some of the tales in this collection display an imaginative quality and a sense of style 
that will attract those who are interested in the better type of science fiction. The 
stories deal with robots, telepathy, unforeseen effects following the explosion of 
atomic bombs, and forms of life, on this or other planets, unknown to man. Their 
strongest appeal is to the sense of wonder and less to the sense of humour, though 
one of them—‘Prott’—achieves both. More common is a rather eerie kind of beauty. 


ACADEMIC YEAR. D. J. Enright. Secker & Warburg, 12s.6d. 1955. 
19 cm. 256 pages. 

This first novel, by a poet, covers a year in the lives of three purveyors of English 
culture in Alexandria (Packett and Bacon at the University and Brett at the Cultural 
Centre). It covers also their contacts with a variety of people, cosmopolitan and native, 
and of course the pupils at the University. There is a brief and futureless love affair 
between Packett and the Syrian Sylvie, and Bacon is accidentally murdered by some 
incompetent blackmailers. Mr. Enright’s first essay at fiction is entertaining to read; 
it also depicts the Alexandrian scene extremely well and is an interesting non-political 
record of young Egypt and its aspirations. 
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GIRDLE OF EMERALD. Johan Fabricius. Translated from the Dutch by 

Roy Edwards. Heinemann, 12s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 276 pages. 
The ‘girdle of emerald’ is the East Indian Archipelago, known to many readers of 
Conrad, whose admirers will put this volume of stories beside him on their shelves. 
They vary from the grim tragedy of “The Panther’, who kills his jailor’s wife as a 
reward for the release of his gang, and the almost uncanny atmosphere of the Arab 
money-lender’s death in “The Well,’ through the brief but biting horror of “The 
Haunted Ship’, to the pathos of “Old Immortality’, the Chinese opium-addict, and 
the gentle comedy of “Back of the Moluccas’. A total of ten stories brilliantly told 
and admirably translated. 


THE OWL AT YOUR SERVICE. Phillida Fletcher. Benn, 10s.6d. 
1955. I9°§ cm. 216 pages. 
The Redbridge Citizen’s Advice Bureau, its workers and its frequenters are, 
admittedly, products of the author’s imagination. This delightful book is, nevertheless, 
based on her personal experiences as a worker in a Citizen’s Advice Bureau, and the 
interviews she describes, both amusing and pathetic, are typical of those which take 
plage daily in over five hundred Bureaux throughout Britain, and give a good idea 
of the services performed. The first Bureaux were set up in September 1939 as an 
emergency measure; altogether they now cope with a million or more queries a year. 


LOSER TAKES ALL. Graham Greene. Heinemann, 7s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 
146 pages. 
Of the less ambitious among his novels which Mr. Greene styles ‘entertainments’ this 
is far the lightest in touch. The background is in fact sheer farce: a young English 
couple transported by a rich man’s whim to Monte Carlo for their honeymoon find 
themselves faced with the choice of breaking the bank or breaking up their marriage. 
The story is told with prodigious speed and dexterity and seems perfectly adapted 
for a scenario. As a novel the effect is at once extremely amusing, cold and unreal. 


DRINKERS OF DARKNESS. Gerald Hanley. Collins, 12s.6d. 1955. 
20°§ cm. 256 pages. 

Mr. Hanley pursues here a theme already handled with great skill in his earlier work, 
the effect of a changing Africa upon white people who are little aware of making 
any concessions to it. The scene is an isolated farming estate in East Africa, with a 
small colony of English settlers. There is nothing very unexpected in the steady 
deterioration of their standards or in the puzzled, and decreasing, respect they inspire 
in the Africans. The picture indeed would scarcely be bearable were it not redeemed 
by Mr. Hanley’s keen wit and deep humanity which can find genuine emotion and 
compassion in a sordid exterior. 


RETURN TO THE WOOD. James Lansdale Hodson. Gollancz, 12s.6d. 
1955. 19cm. 254 pages. 

A party of anciens combattants of the First World War go on a pilgrimage from 
England to the old battlefields of France, and one of them, William Hargreaves, 
former unprofessional soldier and now a solicitor, recounts his memories of the past 
and his musings on the present. The novel is a peculiar and yet fascinating farrago of 
souvenirs—of squalor and nobility in equal measure—with a final inclination on 
the side of nobility. And perhaps because it is so formless, it is one of the best 
recollections of the First World War that has yet been achieved. 
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SOWERS OF THE WIND. T. A. G. Hungerford. Angus & Robertson, 
108.6d. 1955. 20°5 cm. 282 pages. 

This frank, forceful novel about the occupying forces in Japan paints a vivid but rather 
grim picture of the reaction of a group of young Australians to the temptations of 
victory. Even the hero emerges from the ordeal of peace with his wings considerably 
singed and with two friends—one Japanese, one Australian—dead through mis- 
judgment on his part combined with the active malice of a fellow soldier. The Black 
Market, the brothel and the barrack room loom larger than the cherry trees; but a 
fragrant breath of the latter breaks in from time to time. An unequal, moving and 
sincere book from an Australian author worth watching. 


WE SHALL MARCH AGAIN. Gerhard Kramer. Translated from the 
German by Anthony G. Powell, Cape, 15s. 1955. 20°5 cm. 384 pages. 
Gerhard Kramer’s story is a remarkably impartial and unvindictive record of the last 
war as seen by Viktor Velten, Berlin lawyer, officer-interpreter during the invasion 
of France, and finally a private during the Russian invasion and the subsequent retreat. 
It is his penchant for criticism of German shortcomings that causes his lowered status, 
and his habit of remaining always on the fringe of things that saves him from any 
extreme consequences. An enthralling if sometimes sordid picture of Germany at war. 


A GHOST AT NOON. Alberto Moravia. Translated from the Italian by 
Angus Davidson. Secker & Warburg, 12s.6d. 1955. 20cm. 224 pages. 
Signor Moravia’s hero is a young Italian film-script writer, and the novel traces the 
slow but inexorable break-down of his happy marriage, a disaster which is closely 
linked not only with his profession, but with the theme of a film of the Odyssey on 
which he is working. It is an exceptionally moving story in which the husband and 
wife are presented in close-up throughout and the intensity of the action is never 
relaxed. Signor Moravia’s relentless insight into character is softened by an unusual 
compassion and the result is as impressive a novel as he has written. It has been 


admirably translated. 


GOOD MORNING, MISS DOVE. Frances Gray Patton. Gollancz, 

10s.6d. 1955. 19cm. 224 pages. Illustrations by Garrett Price. 
The author tells the story of her heroine, an elderly geography teacher in a small 
American town, with an unerring sense of proportion and decorum. Miss Dove is a 
paragon of the old-fashioned virtues of self-discipline, dependability, and probity, 
and the town’s inhabitants, most of whom have at some time passed through her 
hands, regard her with respectful affection. But Miss Dove, too, is human and has a 
secret desire which finds its just fulfilment in a delightful manner when she has to 
undergo an operation in the local hospital. This charming book achieves artistic 
harmony within a simple framework. 


YOUNG MRS. BURTON. Margaret Penn. Cape, 12s.6d. 1954. 19°5 cm. 
256 pages. 

This tragic tale of a wife’s abiding faithfulness to an undeserving husband is told with 

such clarity and emotional discipline that it achieves a deeply moving dignity despite 

a progressively darkening picture of despair and treachery. Hilda Burton is a gay, 

romantic girl when she marries Frank, a wounded war-hero, after World War L 
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They have two children and live precariously from hand to mouth, always hoping 
for a turn of fortune, while Frank deteriorates into a drunkard, a liar, and a cheat. 
Ultimately a superhuman sacrifice is demanded of Hilda, the mother, that completes 
her progress from carefree youth to hardened maturity by the side of the man whose 
wife she is. 


THE KISS OF KIN. Mary Lee Settle. Heinemann, 10s.6d. 1955. 19cm. 
190 pages. 

This young writer’s second novel is a dramatic and mature story of family life and 
strife in the deep South of her native America. The funeral of the old mistress of 
the house which is the home of an ill-assorted group of middle-aged, disillusioned 
relatives, takes place in stifling heat and the cloying odour of dying flowers. Subse- 
quently her will is read to the assembled kin including a new arrival, a grandson, who 
has come to demand a reckoning for old wrongs. The individual characters are drawn 
with unsparing realism, but the misery of failure and decadence is softened by the 
kindly wisdom of the simple Negro cook who has watched over the family for a 
generation. 


THE PILGRIMAGE. Francis Stuart. Gollancz, 12s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 224 pages. 


This study of the problem of faith introduces a variety of characters—the unwordly 
Bishop of Torlaix, the worldly Contessa, a group of children, some pleasant and 
others not, men and women both ordinary and extraordinary—most of them 
suffering attacks upon their faith (and some cheerfully dispensing with it). We are 
taken to Lourdes during a children’s pilgrimage, and witness a thwarted attack upon 
Christianity by means of a forged papyrus concerning the death of Christ. A sick 
child is instrumental in restoring the bishop’s faith. The author has obvious gifts and 
his characters, though too often unpleasant, are skilfully presented, and their problems 
adequately differentiated. 


THE BIG PICK-UP. Elleston Trevor. Heinemann, 12s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 
268 pages. 
This is the story of an army in retreat. A handful of British soldiers, cut off from their 
units in the debacle of May 1940, are struggling towards the Channel coast; some 
reach the beach at Dunkirk, some are killed, and one goes back to find a girl he left 
behind in France. Vivid, honest and tersely written, this story catches the nightmare 
effect of the events described without becoming incoherent or hysterical. It has the 
quality of a piece of good imaginative reporting rather than of a work of fiction. 


A CHANGE OF DIRECTION. Mary Voyle. Heinemann, 12s.6d. 1955. 
19 cm. 236 pages. 

Told in the first person, this story of a young woman at the opposing crossroads of 
life is presented with an engaging directness that concentrates attention on the heroine 
alone. Other characters have no independent life but they derive a vivid existence 
from their relationships with Lise Reinhart, daughter of a famous operatic singer and 
an ambitious, lion-hunting mother. Brought up partly in the Bohemian atmosphere 
of London’s musical world and partly in the quiet backwater of a Dorset town, she 
has to choose between a musical career engineered by her mother and a return to 
the steady ways of her country home.

THE THIRD MAN and THE FALLEN IDOL. Graham Greene. 
Pan Books, 2s. 1955. 18cm. 160 pages. Paper covers. 

This volume contains the stories (first published in 1950) which were the basis for 
two of Sir Carol Reed’s most successful films. The Fallen Idol, which was first com- 
posed quite independently of the cinema, is the more satisfactory piece of writing. 
It shows subtleties of characterisation and atmosphere beyond those which the film 
could express. The Third Man, with its lightly sketched melodrama of the penicillin 
racket in post-war Vienna, is an interesting specimen of a kind rarely seen in print, 
the ‘treatment’ of a story rather than the story itself, a stage at which the author 
would not normally leave his story if he wished to publish it. 


THAT HIDEOUS STRENGTH. C. S. Lewis. Pan Books, 2s. 1955. 18 cm. 
252 pages. Paper covers. 

The third volume of Dr. Lewis's trilogy on the adventures of Dr. Ransome, who, 
after his visits to Mars and Venus (also reprinted in this series), here continues his fight 
against the powers of evil, this time on his own planet. The conflict centres on a small 
provincial university where an international organisation resurrects the magician 
Merlin in their struggle for domination, and unleashes powers for good that are too 
strong for it. Outwardly almost luridly sensational; but Dr. Lewis, being a scholar 
and a philosopher, has a deeper message for those who wish to read it. That Hideous 
Strength was first published in 1945. 


THE ANTIQUARY. THE BRIDE OF LAMMERMOOR. Sir Water Scott. 
Introductions by W. M. Parker. Reprints. Dent, 6s. each. 1955. 18-5 cm. 
430:352 pages. Notes. Glossary. Bibliography. (Everyman's Library) 

The Bride of Lammermoor, widely known as the original of Donizetti's Lucia di 

Lammermoor, is a melodramatic tale of how Lady Ashton thwarts her daughter’s love 

for the Master of Ravenswood (whose estates her husband has questionably acquired) 

and how Lucy’s forced marriage with the Laird of Bucklaw involves the three lovers 
in disaster. Light relief is afforded by the Master’s butler, Caleb Balderstone, one of 

Scott’s typical native grotesques. His counterpart in The Antiquary is the licensed 

beggar, Edie Ochiltree, who knits together the otherwise disjointed love story of 

Lovel and Miss Wardour, ond helps to rescue the latter’s father from the fraudulent 

Herman Dousterswivel. The ‘Antiquary’ (a faint reflection of Scott himself) pervades 

the book as an amiable if eccentric commentator. This is Scott in his prime, as the 

former was an ailing Scott triumphing over adversity. Both volumes are enhanced 
by a brief critical introduction. 


NIGHT RIDER. Robert Penn Warren. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 133.6d. 1955. 
19 cm. 454 pages. 

The scene is Kentucky, at the beginning of the century. Buyers have formed a ring to 
force tobacco prices down; tobacco growers have united to resist and Percy Munn, 
a rising young lawyer, finds himself carried forward on the crest of the movement to 
actions he had never dreamt of. Night Rider (first published in America in 1939 and the 
author’s first novel) is a most impressive study of mob-violence—its birth, growth, 
and effects on those who take part in it—but it is more than a social document on 
a vivid, panoramic scale. It shows a brooding, wondering curiosity about the way 
events unfold in time which lifts it, at moments, to a higher level altogether.

DANGER ROCK. Richard Armstrong. Dent, 8s.6d. 1955. 19-5 cm. 

188 pages. 1 plate in colour and illustrations in text by M. Leszczynski. 

A shipwreck leaves young Jim Naylor in charge of a party of five adrift in a small 
boat in the North Atlantic many miles from land. They sight what they hope is the 
coast of Newfoundland, but it turns out to be a tiny, almost barren island offering 
little sustenance. Marooned there by the unrelenting weather, they adjust themselves to 
circumstances, with Jim facing up to his responsibilities manfully, despite the unco- 
operative attitude of one of the crew. Finally, they reach the mainland. The story 
sustains the initial excitement most successfully and describes the hazards of the sea 
and the harshness of the island so realistically that the reader will feel as though he 
were one of the party. For children in their early teens. 


SARAH JOINS THE W.R.A.F. Shirley Darbyshire. Bodley Head, 7s.6d. 
1955. 19°5 cm. 188 pages. (Career Books for Girls) 

An interesting and well-written story of a girl who decides to join the Women’s 
Royal Air Force. She spends some weeks at the training centre for recruits, after which 
she is posted to a Transport Command station as storewoman. Later she applies to 
serve overseas and is sent to Singapore. Sarah thoroughly enjoys the discipline and 
camaraderie of service life, is agreeably surprised by the concern shown for the welfare 
of personnel and acquits herself so creditably that she is recommended for a commis- 
sion. Her story will attract any intending recruit for its clear, informative picture of 
life in the W.R.A.F., as well as other older girls for its general human appeal. 


MUDLARKS AND MYSTERIES. Frank Knight. Macmillan, 10s.6d. 
1955. 20°5 cm. 270 pages. Illustrations by Patrick Jobson. 

Brenda and Derek Partridge, aged 12 and 14, belong to a sailing club with members as 
various as their boats. The two children have a boat of their own from which they 
are never parted for long. Brenda, who tells the story, defends the rather odd behaviour 
of a nervous newcomer and, in the course of normal sailing activities, is able to prove 
that her estimate of his character was right and to lend practical aid in the capture 
of a criminal. But boats are the mainstay of this vigorous and racy tale, which contains 
enough of the excitements and pleasures of sailing to satisfy young enthusiasts and 
attract others who would like to experience them. 


JOHN AND THE CHESS MEN. Helen Weissenstein. Phoenix House, 
9s.6d. 1955. 19cm. 150 pages. Illustrations and diagrams by Kurt Werth. 

A good story for children between ten and fifteen, which also provides a simple, 

step by step explanation of the rules of chess. John is confined to bed through an 

accident and the story begins when the twins next door accidentally throw a chess 

man on to his balcony. They introduce him to the thrills of chess, a mystery develops 

at a tournament and John, as an onlooker, is able to clear up an awkward situation,
